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WHEN 


ROM generation to generation men and 
k nations have longed for peace. Yet, in 
spite of every effort to bring this about, 
there has been no peace. At the very most the 
periods of history during which hostilities 
ceased were temporary—a pause as it were— 
enabling the forces of evil to regroup their 
strength and plan their strategy preparatory to 
renewing the conflict against righteousness. 
Actually, it is impossible for the unrighteous to 
be at peace; hence, the seeds of strife are con- 
tinuously germinating in our midst. It was the 
Prophet Isaiah who said: “There is no peace, 
saith the Lord, unto the wicked” (Isa. 48: 22). 
Later on Isaiah used a particularly apt illustra- 
tion to describe the restlessness of the souls of 
evil men, declaring they are “‘like the troubled 
sea, when it cannot rest, whose waters cast up 
mire and dirt” (Isa. 57: 20). And he reiterated: 
“There is no peace, saith my God, to the 
wicked” (Isa. 57: 21). 

When genuine peace is finally established, 
it will be a way of life, not a mere cessation of 
armed hostilities. Just because actual war be- 
tween nations is momentarily in abeyance, it is 
absurd to assume peace has come, for until the 
spirit of man is in tune with the Spirit of Him 
who is the Prince of Peace, the attainment of 
peace will be out of reach of the arms of 
flesh. 

Nevertheless, a day is coming when tran- 
quility and peace will come to this troubled 
planet. That day will be heralded by the opening 
of the heavens when He who is called Faithful 
and True returns to earth to judge and make 
war against all unrighteousness. This will result 
in the complete destruction of all that has the 
taint of evil. Only then will the nations “beat 
their swords into plowshares, and their spears 
into pruninghooks: nation shall not lift up 
sword against nation, neither shall they learn 
war any more’’ (Isa. 2: 4). 

Looking forward to the day when the Prince 
of Peace shall take the Throne in His Kingdom, 
Isaiah previsioned the results of the glorious 
perfection of His administration: “Violence 
shall no more be heard in thy land, wasting nor 
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destruction within thy borders. . . . Thy peo- 
ple also shall be all righteous: they shall inherit 
he land for ever, the branch of my planting, 
the work of my hands, that I may be glorified” 
(Isa. 60: 18-21). 

Under this coming administration of peace 
the prophet declares the citizens of His King- 
dom “shall build the old wastes, they shall raise 
up the former desolations, and they shall repair 
the waste cities, the desolations of many genera- 
tions” (Isa. 61: 4). Here is depicted a program 
of restoration that will surpass the fondest 
dreams of those who today seek to render as- 
sistance to so-called backward areas. 

It is in righteousness that the citizens of His 
Kingdom will undertake this task of rehabilita- 
tion, “For as the earth bringeth forth her bud, 
and as the garden causeth the things that are 
sown in it to spring forth; so the Lord God will 
cause righteousness and praise to spring forth 
before all the nations” (Isa. 61: 11). Far too 
often today those who represent our nation in 
foreign climes are not motivated by righteous- 
ness in either words or deeds, but all this will be 
completely changed under the administration of 
our Lord and King. 

It is futile to hope for peace in a world 
dominated by sin, in which evil men and nations 
are prone to diabolical plotting and are able to 
carry out their nefarious schemes. Until the 
day that they are brought to final judgment 
before the court of Divine justice, conflicts will 
increase and become progressively more and 
more devastating. However, the decree has gone 
forth and the time of its execution is at hand 
when He who is to take His great power and 
reign will move to destroy those who have been 
destroying the earth. That destruction will be 
followed by the institution of the glorious, 
righteous reign of the triumphant King of 
kings, concerning whom it is prophesied, “Of 
the increase of his government and peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne of David, and 
upon his kingdom, to order it, and to establish 
it with judgment and with justice from hence- 
forth even forever.

The Sword of “Damocles Nn cxassic tecenp Dam- 

ocles glorified the riches 
and power of the tyrant Dionysius who, to demonstrate 
the dangers and unhappiness of high estate, gave a banquet 
in his honor. Damocles enjoyed the splendor of the ban- 
quet to the full until, looking up, he beheld a sword sus- 
pended above his head by a single hair. 

A sword of Damocles is at this very moment hanging 
over Western Europe, suspended by a single hair spun 
from Middle Eastern oil. In Business Week for March 17, 
1956, experts are quoted to the effect that the European 
economy rests upon the ability to secure oil from the Mid- 
dle East. The statement is made: 


“Oil production in Europe is slowly growing — in Southwest 
France, Italy, the Netherlands, and Western Germany. Still 
Europe has to look to the Middle East for 95% of its crude oil. 

. War or chaos in the Middle East would drastically change 
this picture.” 


Does this situation explain why Great Britain, along 
with Europe’s economic ministries, is working overtime to 
ease the Middle East crisis? It certainly could account for 
the fact that the armed forces of the nations are converging 
upon this central land as their fleets gather in the Mediter- 
ranean Sea in a show of force to prevent, if possible, the 
outbreak of hostilities between Arabs and Jews. It explains 
why the Western Powers are willing, if necessary, to take 
drastic steps, even by armed intervention, to keep the 
peace between warring factions in the Middle East. 
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Will the wheels of industry throughout Western Europe 
grind to a sudden halt when war becomes an actuality 
between the Arabs and the Jews? It is self-evident that 
without oil a major economic crisis will develop in Europe. 
The men in the Kremlin know all this and they are doing 
everything in their power to bring about just such a di- 
lemma for the West. 





Treacherous Foe» Durinc tHe Korean war refer- 

ence was made in DesTINy many 
times to Russian participation in that conflict. It was 
actually an amazing thing to observe the fraternization 
that went on with Soviet Russia in the United Nations 
and at the same time note the lengths to which the Soviets 
were going to back up the Red Chinese aggression in the 
Far East. The UN, of which Soviet Russia is a member, 
was supposed to be prosecuting the conflict against Red 
aggression; yet Soviet Russia was actively participating in 
the conflict against the UN. What an anomaly! No voice 
was raised in the UN denouncing Russia for her part in 
supporting the Red Chinese and North Koreans, nor for 
allowing men in her armed forces to fight against the UN 
forces. 

It is interesting to note that the assumption on the part 
of Destiny, based upon uncensored reports received, that 
Soviet military personnel were involved in the fighting in 
Korea, is now being fully confirmed. Nevertheless, the 
Western world is even now failing to learn a lesson from

this as it continues to negotiate with the men in the 
Kremlin. The following account, as given in an editorial 
in the Boston Daily Record for March 29, 1956, shows the 
duplicity of the Soviet leaders and substantiates the posi- 
tion taken by Destiny during the Korean war that Russia 
was doing much more than just supplying arms and am- 
munition to the Red forces in the Far East. 


“Victor Semenovitch Ilyinsky, former Soviet soldier and ani- 
mal trainer, has a story to tell. It may embarrass the United 
Nations, but it will confirm the suspicions of the American pub- 
lic, especially the GI’s who fought in Korea. Two months ago 
Ilyinsky, touring Europe with a Soviet circus, jumped to freedom 
near Aachen, Germany, as the train crossed the Belgian border. 
He gave himself up to the West German authorities. The Soviet 
consulate used a police-dictated letter from Ilyinsky’s wife, who 
is still behind the Iron Curtain, as one of their attempts to black- 
mail him into returning to the U.S.S.R. A West German corres- 
pondent of the International Research on Communist Tech- 
niques, Inc., obtained part of Ilyinsky’s story. 

“Tlyinsky reported that while a Soviet soldier, he was assigned 
to a bomber crew on a Soviet plane to serve as communications 
officer in the Korean war. He said that while he was thus en- 
gaged, from 1951 to the end of July 1953, most of the air force 
with him on the Communist side in Korea were composed of 
Soviet fliers. There were 100 Soviet military personnel in his 
group alone. Those who lived were rotated every four months. 
Bodies of those killed were cremated and sent home with the 
message, ‘Killed on a Military Mission.’ The families were never 
informed where the mission was. Soviet officers and men wore 
Chinese uniforms and were told that they were ‘defending the 
Soviet Union on distant approaches.’ 

“*‘He reported that there were a great many Soviet military 
advisors in Korea. All equipment was Soviet, but disguised 
with Chinese insignia. Soviet planes were camouflaged with 
green paint and bore Chinese insignia, while planes flown by the 
Chinese pilots were unpainted. Ilyinsky, when sent home on 
July 27, 1953, after two years in Korea, was strongly advised not 
to tell anyone that he had been in Korea — or face 10 years at 
slave labor.” 


Even now, while Soviet leaders smile and talk peace, 
their sabotage agents and provocators are doing every- 
thing in their power to stir up trouble for the West in the 
Middle East and the Far East as well. They are employing 
the same tactics they used in the Korean conflict; yet 
Western politicians continue to ignore the obvious. The 
ultimate outcome of pursuing the present course can only 
be disastrous, for, having forfeited victory in Korea, we 
now stand to lose, not only every skirmish with those 
whom the Soviets stir up against us, but, if we permit 
World Communism to continue to increase its strength, 
we will eventually have to contend with a Soviet-dom- 
inated world or face possible annihilation. 





The ‘Burning Fuse» PersistENT REPORTS from re- 
liable sources visualize war 


in the Middle East before the year 1956 has run its full 
course. The situation is considered extremely grave, with 
Soviet Russia encouraging an Arab attack upon the Zionist 
State. Very little is left of the burning fuse before the 
sputtering fire will reach the powder keg, bringing about a 
violent detonation in the Middle East. 

When war comes it will not be long confined to the 
Middle Eastern theater of strife, for China is poised to

Present 
world happenings testify to the certainty of this, al- 
though the world at large is completely unaware of their 
significance and most Christians are totally uninformed 
about their prophetic meaning.

The statue honors Rahotep’s 
arrangement of a treaty ending a 15-year war between Egyptians 
and Hittites in the area now called Syria. The Rahotep treaty 
was Called a ‘treaty of permanent peace.’ ”

the succeeding centuries, during which time many peace 
treaties have been written, but emphasizes the Scriptural 
appraisal that apart from Jesus Christ, who is the Prince 
of Peace, nations will be unable to attain the blessing of 
freedom from war.

Scrambling After Crumbs Tue recent Russian 
proposal for disarma- 


ment was caricatured by Paul Harvey as follows: 


“The Russians have allowed another disarmament crumb to 
drop from the table and the Western nations scrambled after it 
on their knees.” 


For the first time the Russians are embracing the basic 
idea of President Eisenhower’s open sky inspection system, 
but with certain characteristic reservations. What is most 
disturbing is the statement by American leaders that the 
Russian proposals ‘“‘seemed to evidence a change in heart 
on the part of the Soviet leaders and thus represent some- 
thing more genuine than the usual propaganda.” Mr. 
Harvey’s caustic remark aptly describes the situation and it 
certainly presents the intelligence and perception of the 
West in anything but a favorable aspect. 

Actually the men in the Kremlin have had no change of 
heart, nor will they insofar as the Western nations are con- 
cerned. Their one and only goal remains the same — 
domination of the world. Whatever proposals they may 
make must be appraised with this objective in mind. The 
only genuineness in their present proposal is the desire to 
secure, if possible, reduction of armaments in the West, 
nothing more and nothing less. 

The fact that Andrei A. Gromyko, Soviet Deputy For- 
eign Minister at the London conference on disarmament, 
ducked most of the questions as the American, British, 
French and Canadian delegates sought a more detailed 
definition of the Soviet plan, speaks for itself. If the Krem- 
lin was sincerely desirous of reaching an understanding on 
genuine disarmament, such stand-offishness would not be 
necessary. Their resort to such tactics is clear evidence of 
trickiness and treachery, for after all these are the stock in 
trade of the Kremlin bosses and their understudies. 

Meantime, as the disarmament conference continues in 
London under the auspices of the UN, the Kremlin is 
doing everything in its power to fan the flames of trouble 
into a general conflagration throughout Africa and the 
Middle East, including Cyprus. The amazing thing is that 
any sane individual, to say nothing of our national leaders, 
can even countenance Soviet double talk in the light of 
their activities as indicated by their build-up for a hot war 
and their intrigues in the Middle East. 

The report from General Alfred M. Gruenther, NATO 
Commander in Europe, should be sufficient to deter 
Western leaders from scrambling for every crumb the 
Kremlin lets fall to the floor. General Gruenther tells of 
the Soviet military build-up for war. He said that Russia 
built more ‘‘hot war’? submarines in 1955 than all the rest 
of the world, while they are building more planes, more 
air fields and more submarines year by year. 

The events of the coming months will more than justify 
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every warning against Soviet treachery and demonstrate 
the duplicity of the leaders in the Kremlin in connection 
with any proposal’ they might make in supposed conform- 
ity with Western desires. All this is nothing more than an 
endeavor to blind the West to real Soviet intentions. 
Must overwhelming disaster strike first before Western 
diplomacy outgrows its diplomatic swaddling wraps? 





Holding the ‘Bag PLAGUED wITH civil strife in Africa, 

France is pulling troops out of 
Europe to bolster her forces in that territory. Two French 
armored divisions stationed in West Germany have been 
ordered to Algeria. In Frankfurt, United States military 
men express the hope that France will fill the gap created 
by this withdrawal with new troops; otherwise we will be 
in the uncomfortable position of holding the bag. 

After all, why should American troops be drafted and 
called upon to defend Western Europe if those most in- 
volved are so little concerned? It was a grave mistake for 
the United States to make commitments which now in- 
volve us in every quarrel that springs up on foreign shores. 
Instead of holding the Kremlin — the real perpetrators of 
trouble — responsible as they succeed in stirring up a 
devil’s brew for us in every corner of the world, we have 
merely spent our time trying to put out the fires the Com- 
munists light in whatever place they decide to apply the 
match of strife. 

The French withdrawal of NATO troops in Europe, with 
no replacements, but emphasizes the foolishness of our 
failure to follow the advice given by George Washington, 
the father of our country, who warned us against entering 
into entangling alliances. We are now compelled to pay 
the price of folly because the allies we are attempting to 
help fail to live up to their commitments. Our nation has 
become so entangled in power politics and Old World in- 
trigues that the inevitable end is embroilment in every real 
or trumped-up skirmish, with the constant threat that 
they are only incidental to larger involvements.

In the early years of our own activities we had similar 
experiences with art work in which an artist not in 
sympathy with our work undertook to work evil designs 
into some layouts he made for us. Fortunately this intent 
was quickly discovered before the material was released 
and it was destroyed. 

The Canadian government was not so fortunate in 
detecting prior to their issuance the subversion worked into 
the portrait of their Queen appearing on their printed 
money. Our attention has been called by a Canadian citi- 
zen to the tampering with the engraving on the bank notes 
issued by the Bank of Canada. On the one dollar bill sent 
to us the picture of Queen Elizabeth II appears. An ex- 
ceptional mass of hair is portrayed behind the Queen’s left 
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ear and into this the artist has worked the design of an evil 
face which is the popular conception of the visage of Luci- 
fer, prince of devils. It is too perfect a work to have been 
placed there accidentally — the horns, the evil eyes, the 
crooked nose and cruel mouth are all shown. The question 
is, as it was expressed on the Garroway television program, 
*‘Who put the devil in the Queen’s hair?”’ 

This has already been the subject of discussion in the 
Canadian House of Commons and the following exchange 
of conversation took place in the House according to their 
official repert: ) 


“Mr. J. H. Blackmore (Lethbridge): Mr. Speaker, may I 
direct two questions to the Minister of Finance, notice of which 
I have not given him. First, will the minister tell the house the 
name of the artist who drew the picture of Her Majesty’s head as 
it appears on current Bank of Canada $1, $2, $5 and $10 bills? 
Second, will the minister give the house the names of the officials 
who employed that artist? 

“Hon. W. E. Harris (Minister of Finance): Mr. Speaker, I will, 
of course, provide the information requested. However, I might 
say that the work of the artist, or whoever might have been 
responsible for what I think my hon. friend has in mind, is being 
corrected.” 


The Canadian government will no doubt recall these 
printed bills and issue new currency. We certainly trust 
that they will be able to locate and punish the artist 
responsible for this insulting handling of the engraving of 
Queen Elizabeth II as portrayed on their paper money. 





“Destroying Incentive and Wuen a Former U. S.

comes convinced, as the result of his own experience, that 
the whole 43-year-old Federal system of personal income 
taxes should be wiped off the books (those are his own 
words), it is time that the American people awoke to the 
realization of what such a system of unjust taxation is 
doing to our nation. Mr. T. Coleman Andrews, the former 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue to whom we refer, has 
declared that Federal income taxes should be abolished. 
He said in part: 


“America today is in the death grip of taxation. The system has 
reached a point where very few understand it and everyone is 


kept poor by it.” 


It was incentive in the form of personal gain that moti- 
vated our forefathers in their flight to escape the injustice 
of the Old World and build homes for themselves in the 
wilderness of the North American Continent. The subse- 
quent wealth of the United States rests upon such an 
underpinning of personal incentive. Now that our gov- 
ernment has become all-powerful, laws have been enacted 
which are definitely destroying the very foundation that 
has made this nation the envy of all people —a land 
where the poor could become rich and everyone was free 
to enjoy the labor of their hands without fear of excessive 
governmental levies against them. 

Today the confiscation of the wealth of the people 
through exorbitant taxation is leading to the inevitable 
impoverishment of our nation as surely as though we were 
subject to paying tribute to a victorious enemy. It is al- 
ready almost impossible for the poor boy to look forward 
to a rapid rise to position and wealth under the present 
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system that penalizes monetary gain through the gradu- 
ated income tax. Due to this unhealthy financial situation, 
social security through government handouts, rather than 
earning one’s way, has become the goal of thousands who 
in former times would have been too proud to accept any 
substitute for personal striving for financial independence. 
In many cases saving for the future has become a lost ob- 
jective as inflation continues to depreciate the dollar left 
with the taxpayer after the government has first reached 
into his pocket and, by just short of police state methods, 
increased its take as each individual endeavors to better his 
financial position. 

A greedy government, in taxing its citizens so that finan- 
cial handouts may be made available for undeserving na- 
tions to squander, is sowing the wind and will reap the 
inevitable whirlwind of economic disintegration when 
finally the foundation walls of prosperity become so thor- 
oughly undermined that a general collapse follows. Mr. 
Paul Harvey, in his radio broadcast of March 18th, set 
forth some pertinent factors regarding present trends. He 
said in part: 

“No good law could be this bad. I am talking about the income 
tax law which has made crime in the twilight zone fashionable 
and smart — some say necessary. Dad sits around home discuss- 
ing the exaggerated expense vouchers, the border-line business 
deals and the various forms of tax avoidance that will help him 
steal a few dollars otherwise due the government and wonders 
why junior goes delinquent. 

*‘An American actress latches onto a foreign prince; last Friday 
he announces she prefers Europe to her native land. Teenage 
girls go gaga over the title that goes with this royal romance, but 
more practical persons comprehend the other advantages to the 
American girl, who won’t have to pay any taxes any more. 

“American girls who marry workaday American men will 
scrimp and save and serve left-overs so we can pay taxes to the 
support of France, where nobody takes taxes seriously, or to 
England where they just cut taxes. And the law that penalizes 
those who dare to prosper breeds contempt and rebellion. 

“Chicago is talking about a taxicab driver who beat a pas- 
senger to death because he received only a fifteen-cent tip. 
Now fifteen cents could not possibly be that important, but the 
idea of tipping has become important, for here is a form of income 
that the government cannot police. Here is a chance to pocket 
some money without paying part of it to the tax collector. So a 
girl quits a seventy-dollar office job to take a thirty-dollar job as 
a waitress, plus tips. 

“Oh, come now, let’s not spoof each other. For so long the 
government has been reaching into our pockets for money to 
hand out to thankless foreign countries that the average American 
sees no Moral wrong in stealing some of it back. Well, no good 
law encourages crime. 

“A respected national news magazine recently devoted a 
feature article to how to be well paid in spite of taxes. I am not 
criticizing the magazine; it happens to be a favorite of mine. 
It is a powerful publication because it is close to the pulse of the 
people. That is what is frightening about the prominence given 
to this advice to tax dodgers. 

“And I don’t care how you phrase it, the law says tax avoid- 
ance is legal; tax evasion is not. I say the whole system is bad 
and evil and wrong when there is a law on the books that makes 
borderline crooks of us all. 

‘This article tells how business manages to grant raises that are 
tax proof. It recounts all sorts of devices, and shenanigans, and 
legal loopholes, for capital gain and ways to pad a business 
account with personal extravagance — and that is not all. The 
same law that encourages a man to marginal malfeasance also 
pays a reward to anybody who snitches on him. Recently 26

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students of the Bible was drawn to the fact that the 

phrase used by Zechariah — ‘‘a cup of trembling’? — 
describing conditions preparatory to the gathering of all 
the nations round about Jerusalem to battle could be 
rendered alternatively — “‘a cup of potson.”? (Cf. Zechariah 
12: 2, A. v., marginal reference.) Certainly, Jerusalem is 
rapidly becoming ‘‘a cup of trembling’’ to all nations con- 
cerned in the maintenance of stability in this vital area. 

Moreover, as often observed on previous occasions, 
in the course of the study of the fulfillment of prophecy in 
current events, the world’s press, ever and anon, suddenly, 
spontaneously, albeit unwittingly, adopt Biblical vocabu- 
lary to describe successive phases in unfolding develop- 
ments. Thus, since March the daily press has abounded 
with reports on the turmoil of the Middle East, in which, 
with uncanny persistence, the adjective ‘“‘poison” (with 
suitable variants) has been adopted as being the only fitting 
term to employ when depicting the current phase of 
culminating chaos. 

For example, when commenting upon the dismissal of 
Glubb Pasha as Commander of the Arab Legion, the 
Daily Mail, in a leading article, pinpoints the picture 
precisely when it says: 

“Britain is being driven from the Middle East by words. That 
is what Sir John Glubb says. The British are being talked out 
of the Crossroads of the World. None of this will surprise our 
readers. We have said much the same thing before under the 
heading: ‘Poisoned Microphone.’ That was from the outside 
looking in. Now Glubb Pasha confirms it, from the inside looking 
out. 

“Always we allow the lie to outstrip the truth. Hour after 
hour, day after day, lies have filled the desert air. The war 
between East and West is being waged with words and, as usual, 
Britain is losing the first battles. Let her see to it that she does 
not lose the last, or the world will be lost too.”

Poisoning the Atmosphere 


Gloating over the dismissal of Glubb Pasha, Cairo radio 
accused the General of having “‘wielded the poisoned dagger 
of the Imperialists’? and, ironically enough, until the day 
of his departure the Israeli press had been equally virulent 
in their cascades of calumny against a man whom they 
defamed as being in the paid employment of their enemies. 
But the tone of the Israeli press changed abruptly with 
the news that, following the dismissal of their Chief, all 
the senior British officers in the Arab Legion would be 
withdrawn, since the Israelis quickly saw what they 
should have realized long before, that the presence of 
British officers commanding the Legion was the only 
stabilizing element capable of restraining aggression along 
their eastern frontier. 

Meanwhile, Henry Brandon, Times representative in 
Washington, commenting on the Suez withdrawal, con- 
tributes the following example of changing viewpoints 
when he avers: 


“Policy-makers here frankly confess to remorse over past 
Middle Eastern policy, especially about having persuaded Brit- 
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ain to give up Suez Canal bases, without at the same time insist- 
ing on a quid pro quo from Egypt. Having trusted Nasser’s assur- 
ances then too naively, they are all the more disappointed by his 
sharp anti-Western stand now. As one official put it to me: ‘If 
he had the power, Nasser would act like a Napoleon. As it is, 
he can act only like a Goebbels, poisoning the atmosphere.’ ” 


Many people may have felt that with the end of World 
War II, and the death of the Hitler-Goebbels-inspired 
Nazi propaganda organization, together with the death 
of Mussolini, ‘“‘the croaking bullfrog of the Pontine marshes’ 
(as he was at one time not inaptly called), the world had 
heard the last of the poisonous propaganda of the “‘three 
unclean spirits like frogs,” described in Revelation 16: 13. 
But today this phenomenon is seen manifested again in 
most dastardly and virulent form. Even Goebbels at his 
worst did not daily incite people to individual acts of 
assassination and murder. 


A War of Propaganda 


The Dazly Sketch describes a paradoxical aspect of the 
situation in dramatic terms when it exclaims: 


“There is a war going on in the Middle East. It is not a war 
of tanks, or guided missiles, or hydrogen bombs, but a war of 
propaganda. But it’s not a cold war either, although its general 
staff deal with nothing more lethal than words which bear 
deadly fruit in assassination, blackmail and violent hostility 
all over the dangerous Arab world. 

‘Nasser has never disguised his ambition. He wants to chase 
us out of Africa, the Levant and the Persian gulf and thinks he 
can do this by means of unscrupulous and vicious radio propa- 
ganda. So Cairo radio pours out a mixture of poison and 
passion to illiterate masses who could not understand the 
printed word but can believe every lie that is sent to them over 
the air. 

“But where do these radio rabble rousers learn the tricks of 
their evil trade? Believe it or not, the most promising poisonous 
propagandists are getting their technical training in London, 
for nothing, at the B.B.C. This is suicidal stupidity on someone’s 
part.” 


Poisonous Filth Technique 


This is certainly a sign of suicidal stupidity and is typical 
of the way in which the spirit of “‘slumber”? (See Zechariah 
12: 2, marginal reference, again), or blind confusion, 
penetrates everywhere in high quarters these days. Indeed, 
this ‘‘cup’’ of slumbering poison seems to lull those who 
ought to know better into a sense of false security while it 
goads the ignorant masses into pursuing grandiose dreams 
of self-delusion. 

Yet another press report confirms this general trend 
along similar lines when it asserts: 


“The listening desert prefers the poisoned dagger tech- 
nique to highly correct and highfalutin platitudes. ‘We try not 
to get involved in the radio war,’ says the director of the British 
radio station in Amman. Those ten words tell exactly why Glubb 
went and why we have little more than a toehold left in the 
Middle East. 

“Cairo radio is talking Britain to death. It deals in lies, malice 
and anti-British hate. Falsehoods are no longer whispered ro- 
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mantically throughout the bazaars of the East. Today they 
bawl and crackle from every loudspeaker. And the man respon- 
sible for this poisonous filth is Colonel Nasser, the present 


boss of Egypt. 
“He is known as Big Brother and smirks greasily at the title. 


But he is only Brer Rabbit really. The big chaps are back in 
Moscow pulling the strings of puppet Nasser. They are training 
his soldiers in Poland ready for the flare-up which they are 
inciting.” 

The sudden change in British government official policy 
exemplified by first jamming Athens radio and then sum- 
marily sending the Archbishop Makarios into exile for 
sedition and inciting the public to murder came as a 
salutary shock to world opinion. 


The Lion Roars 


As Donald Edgar, reporting from Athens the effect of 
impact of this counterblast, comments: “Zhe Lion’s tail 
has been pulled so often without the slightest reaction. Now sud- 
denly the Lion has roared. You cannot wonder that it has taken 
the world by surprise.” 

The Washington Daily News also observed with witty 
candor: ‘‘Everybody at one time or another has enjoyed pulling 
the Lion’s tail. But they should be certain that they do not do it at a 
time when they may have to call upon the Lion for protection 
against other animals, such as a Bear which resides nearby.” 

Under the headline, “‘Cyprus the Key,” the Rt. Hon. 
Hugh Fraser, M.P., writes succinctly as follows: 


“Small island though it is, Cyprus today, more than ever, is 
the key to the safety of the Middle East. Geographically and 
historically, Cyprus has always been Levantine; not part of the 
Peloponnese but part of Asia Minor. Even in the greatest days 
of the Athenian Empire, Cyprus was never Greek. 

“Today, our duty is to the people in Cyprus of all races. If 
Britain showed weakness here, not only her own Middle East 
interests but those of the West, together with those of thousands 
in the Middle East, would be engulfed by a new Imperialism, 
more ruthless and harsh than any Turkish pasha’s.” 


Cyprus is 650 miles from the nearest Greek mainland 
but only 50 miles from Turkey. It is of no military value to 
Greece but of vital strategic value to Middle East defense. 
As the Defense Correspondent to the 7zmes explains: 


“It is to the Turks that NATO looks primarily for the defense 
of the Turkish straits and the successful bottling-up of Russian 
submarines. Any political settlement in Cyprus that reduced the 
Island’s usefulness or availability as a Headquarters, or which 
alienated Turkey, would be militarily indefensible.” 


Cyprus Never Greek 


The Editor of the London 7zmes also helps to bring the 
over-all picture into true historical perspective when he 
asserts: 


“Were the Cyprus question a purely colonial one, it could 
be settled soon enough. Its intractibility is due to its being not a 
colonial question at all but part of the agelong struggle between 
Greece and Turkey. Cyprus has never belonged to the modern 
state of Greece. The idea of a Greater Greece, however, embraces 
all the Greek-speaking relics of the Byzantine Empire. As such, 
Cyprus is desired by the Greeks. But as such its acquisition would 
always be violently resented and resisted by the Turks.” 


The Times makes a more than timely observation when 
it emphasizes the following major consideration: 


“‘What is important to realize is that the mere removal of 
British colonial power would not assuage this violent ferment 
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any more than the British withdrawal from Palestine 
healed the breach between Arab and Jew. As in the one 
case, so almost certainly in the other, the conflict would merely 
take on a new and more dangerous form. 

“Strategically, Cyprus is a British, even more than a NATO, 
interest. No settlement that ignores British strategic interests 
and Turkish rights is possible.” 


Finally, the Daily Express joins in emphasizing why 
Britain must hold on to Cyprus when it affirms: 


“Infant nations kick at the British who nursed them to inde- 
pendence, and some who have reached that goal now get ready 
to shoulder their neighbors aside. 

“Oil threatens to choke some of the members of the family 
because it is dosed with corruption. But half the world’s known 
oil reserves are in the Middle East and from there come four 
out of every five gallons used in Britain. Oil drives our forces. 
Oil drives the factories which make the goods we export in order 
to live.” 


It is not generally realized that both Western Europe 
and Britain depend mainly on Middle East supplies of 
oil and the occupation of Europe would become a walk- 
over for the Red armies if NATO forces were cut off from 
this source of supply. 


Soviet Master Plan 


Most significant were the recent revelations made by a 
former Communist secret agent, Aslan Humbaraci. Inter- 
viewed by a Daily Mail Political Correspondent, Hum- 
baraci, until recently employed in the Office of U. S. 
War Information at Ankara, avers: 


‘The real leaders of Enosis [union with Greece] are not Ma- 
karios and his clique but M.V.D. men. At first they were actively 
opposed to Makarios, but latterly were using him as their front 
man. 

*‘Russia’s new M.V.D. [Secret Service] chief for the whole of 
the Middle East is Sergie Kiktev, recently appointed as Soviet 
Ambassador in Beirut. Kiktev already has a formidable record 
of terrorism in the Middle East and took active part in organizing 
the extremists responsible for murdering Britons in the Cairo 
and Suez riots of 1953. 

““Makarios’s sudden exile will not crush the Kiktev plan to 
undermine Cyprus. Despite Makarios’s departure Kiktev is 
still using the Orthodox priests to help fan the flames of anti- 
Western revolt. And as a result of his network there are now 
strong links between the Communist terrorists of Cyprus and the 
rapidly growing Communist organizations in Egypt. 


Massive Soviet Intervention 


“Daily reports from Beirut to Moscow show that Cyprus, 
Amman and Akaba are slowly coming within Russia’s grasp. 
Kiktev’s plan is to sink his talons into Cyprus and Jordan and 
then gain physical domination over the Arab bloc by provoking 
an Arab-Israeli war. Full scale hostilities between the Arabs 
and Israel will mean massive retaliation by Soviet armed 
forces.” 


Meanwhile, Eileen Travers, in an on-the-spot cable 
from Bahrein, defines the vicious nature of broadcasts 
creating anti-British feeling in the following vivid terms: 


“Egypt’s radio station, ‘Voice of the Arabs,’ is openly de- 
manding war without mercy against the British. “Turn your 
weapons against Britain in this holy struggle in the cause of 
God and country so that you may win glory in life and reward 
after death.’ Such are the words of hate heard. The latest raged: 
“The imperialists are seeking to destroy Islam with their vices

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A Father’s Lament

books of the Bible there are 

many lamentations. Among them 
we find the sorrow of Moses for the 
sin of his people. So grief-stricken was 
he over their foolish idolatry that he 
prayed: “‘Yet now, if thou wilt forgive 
their sin — ; and if not, blot me, I 
pray thee, out of thy book which 
thou hast written” (Ex. 32: 32). Then 
there was Aaron’s silent grief for his 
sons, who offered strange fire on the 
Lord’s altar. And who has not been 
stirred by the pathos of David's 
lament over his beloved but head- 
strong son? “O my son Absalom, my 
son, my son Absalom! Would God I 
had died for thee, O Absalom, my 
son, my son!”’ (II Sam. 18: 33.) 

All the prophets of Israel had their 
times of mourning as God revealed to 
them the future sufferings of the 
covenant people because of their re- 
bellion against His will. Jeremiah was 
so burdened by the fate of Judah and 
Jerusalem that he poured forth his 
heaviness of heart in a little book 
which bears the title, Zhe Lamentations 
of Jeremiah. 

But the most touching of all laments 
is that of God the Father for His 
wayward children. His sorrow is ex- 
pressed many times in the Scriptures, 
though never more tenderly than in 
Isaiah 48: 18: 


“Oh that thou hadst hearkened to my 
commandments! Then had thy peace been 
as a river, and thy righteousness as the 
waves of the sea.” 


S boat THROUGH the various 


We are in agreement with the Rev. 
W. Forsyth, when he says of this 
lament: 


“These words would be sad from the 
lips of man, but coming from God they 
are inexpressibly touching and solemn. 
They are the cry of a wounded heart. They 
tell not of the wrath of justice, but of the 
sorrows of love. There is, indeed, mystery, 
as there must be whenever we have to do 
with the Infinite, but that very mystery 
makes the lament the more effective and 
impressive.” 


Many a father has known the pain 
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of watching a prodigal son throw 
away all his opportunities. Thus God 
has ever lamented over the follies of 
Israel, His “‘peculiar treasure,” whom 
He has led, instructed, “‘and kept as 
the apple of His eye.” In the compacts 
made with Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, 
God dealt with them as dear sons; He 
nurtured them by His own hand; He 
established them as His holy nation, 
or kingdom, and safeguarded them 
with His own wise and benevolent 
laws. It was never necessary for the 
Israel race to be harassed by schisms 
from within or wars from without. 
Under the covenant the sons of Israel 
were assured of stability and peace if 
they heeded their Heavenly Father’s 
commands. 

But they were a stubborn people; 
consequently, their course alternated 
from periods of blessing under the 
law, to periods of punishment for 
violation of the holy statutes. Only 
God Himself knows the extent of the 
losses His people have incurred 
through the centuries by their willful 
disobedience. In following their own 
evil devices they brought about divi- 
sion in the once-flourishing Davidic 
empire; after going their separate 
ways, they gradually diminished the 
resources of the two kingdoms, of 
Israel first and later Judah, until both 
lost their freedom and became subject 
to foreign powers. “‘O that they were 
wise, that they understood this, that 
they would consider their latter end!’ 
(Deut. 32:29.) Yes, how different 
their story might have been! 

At the beginning of the first Chris- 
tian century, a small segment of true 
Israel’s chosen race battled for ex- 
istence in Palestine in the midst of a 
mixed multitude of hypocritical Jews 
and Jdumeans (Edomites), of whom 


Jesus said, ““Ye are not of my sheep” 


(John 10: 26). All of them were more 
or less under the domination of Roman 
satraps. By this time the many clans 
of Israel that never returned to Pales- 
tine after the Captivities had left the 
lands of Assyria and Babylon and were 


in the process of a westward migration 
toward the coastal areas of Europe 
and the British Isles, as visioned by 
Isaiah in a number of his later chap- 
ters, especially 41-43, 54 and 60. 

It was here, in this land of prophecy, 
among a few genuine representatives 
of Israel, Judah, and the royal house 
of David, that Jesus the Saviour was 
born. Isaiah had prophesied the man- 
ner of His birth; his words were con- 
firmed by Matthew and Luke in their 
Gospels. Seven hundred years before 
the Advent of Jesus Christ, Isaiah 
wrote his fifty-third chapter. It is a 
remarkable description of Jesus’ suf- 
ferings in life, and of His ignominy 
and agony in death. “A man of 
sorrows — wounded for our trans- 
gressions.” All four of the Gospel 
narratives verify the accuracy of 
Isaiah’s poignant portrayal down to 
the last detail: 


“He hath poured out his soul unto 
death: and he was numbered with the 
transgressors; and he bare the sin of many, 
and made intercession for the transgres- 
sors.”” (Isa. 53: 12.) 


Who can measure the Master’s 
heaviness of heart as He went about 
doing good? Although there was the 
shadow of a cross in His own path, He 
shed light and joy in the path of others. 
He taught the way of truth and life to 
all who would listen; He healed the 
sick, the lame and the blind; He 
comforted those who were sad and 
discouraged; He took little children in 
His arms and blessed them with His 
tender love. Yet He was ever mindful 
of the ravages of evil among the peo- 
ple of the everlasting covenant. The 
wolves were prowling amid the sheep 
to kill and destroy. They were out to 
smite the Shepherd, whatever the cost. 

The saddest and most compassionate 
words ever spoken are those of our 
Lord’s lament over the approaching 
desolation of the Holy City: 


“Q Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that 
killest the prophets, and stonest them 
which are sent unto thee, how often would 
I have gathered thy children together, 
even as a hen gathereth her chickens 
under her wings, and ye would not! 
Behold, your house is left unto you deso- 
late.” (Matt. 23: 37-38.) 


If Jesus wept over the fate of a 
remnant in Jerusalem, what must be 
His concern today at the plight of all 
Israel, now regathered, as Isaiah saw 
them, in the Christian nations of the 
Western world? Must modern Israel, 
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with its precious heritage of the Chris- 
tian Gospel and Christian civilization, 
be desolated because we, too, refuse 
to hear and heed the words of the 
Lord? 

Wolves are still on the prowl in 
Israel. Furthermore, they are the same 
breed that dogged the steps of Jesus 
and gloated over His crucifixion. ‘The 
agelong plan of the “synagogue of 
Satan” is coming to its full circle in 
our time. Fifty years ago the British 
Empire and the United States of 
America were respected as the two 
major world powers. Their dominant 
place in the family of nations was 
acknowledged by all; they were ad- 
mired by some and held in awe by 
others, but their authority on land 
and sea was undisputed. 

Now our former glory is trailing in 
the mire of appeasement and sur- 
render to the demands of our enemies. 
Instead of obeying God’s ancient 
mandates regarding national strength 
and security, our leaders are busy 
making concessions to the overlords of 
Antichrist. It is an important fact that 
Anglo-Saxon decline has been brought 
about by doing the very things that 
God commanded Israel not to do. 
Wrong policies have been followed on 
the home front, and around the world; 
and they are all in violation of the 
instructions so carefully recorded in 
Israel’s national handbook, the Bible. 
The 17th verse of Isaiah 48 reads: 


“Thus saith the Lord, thy Redeemer, 
the Holy One of Israel; I am the Lord thy 
God which teacheth thee to profit, which 
leadeth thee by the way that thou shouldest 
go.” 


The present condition of Christian- 
Israel nations is fitly described in 
Isaiah 42, beginning with verse 18: 


“Hear, ye deaf; and look, ye blind, that 
ye may see. Who is blind, but my servant 
[Israel]? Or deaf, as my messenger that I 
sent? . . . Seeing many things, but thou 
observest not; opening the ears, but he 
heareth not. ... But this is a_ people 
robbed and spoiled; they are all of them 
snared in holes, and they are hid in prison 
houses: they are for a prey, and none 
delivereth; for a spoil, and none saith, 
Restore. Who among you will give ear to 
this? Who will hearken and hear for the 
time to come?” 


Though we profess to be followers of 
Christ, and though the Father still 
loves us, we shall not escape punish- 
ment for our blindness and disobedi- 
ence. The prophet goes on to say: 
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“Who gave Jacob for a spoil, and Israel 
to the robbers? Did not the Lord, he 
against whom we have sinned? For they 
would not walk in his ways, neither were 
they obedient unto his law. Therefore he 
hath poured upon him the fury of his 
anger, and the strength of battle: and it 
hath set him on fire round about, yet he 
knew not; and it burned him, yet he laid 
it not to heart.” (Isa. 42: 24~25.) 


What will it take to bring us to our 
knees before the Father? Two great 
wars and the Korean tragedy have 
not been enough to bring us to our 
senses. What next? There will be more 
— of that all may be sure. It is written 
that the Lord will chastise until we 
humbly acknowledge that He alone 
can save us: 


“Thus saith the Lord God: I will yet for 
this be enquired of by the house of Israel, 
to do it for them.” (Ez. 36: 37.) 


Western nations are now under- 
going the penalties assessed for dis- 
regarding the statutes which God 
ordained for the nations of Israel. God 
is delivering us into the hands of our 
enemies for punishment. We sit stu- 
pidly on the sidelines while hidden 
conspirators maneuver their agents 
into positions of authority in govern- 
ment, in education, in the churches, 
and in all nationally-organized busi- 
ness and service clubs. Consequently, 
our Prodigal Race, like the Prodigal 
Son, is morally and spiritually bank- 
rupt, confused, stranded in far coun- 
tries, intimidated, stripped and afraid. 
The only solution is the decision of the 
Prodigal: “‘I will arise and go to my 
Father.” 

Listen, O People called and sep- 
arated for a holy purpose, to the 
Father’s lament: 


“O that thou hadst hearkened to my 
commandments! Then had thy peace been 
as a river, and thy righteousness as the 
waves of the sea.” (Isa. 48: 18.) 


In Psalm 81, the same lament is 
written in these words: 


“Oh that my people had hearkened 
unto me, and Israel had walked in my 
ways! I should soon have subdued their 
enemies, and turned my hand against their 
adversaries.” 


Luke 19 tells of a time when Jesus, 
as He neared Jerusalem, “‘beheld the 
city, and wept over it, saying, If thou 
hadst known, even thou, at least in 
this thy day, the things which belong 
unto thy peace! But now they are hid 
from thine eyes.” Today multitudes 


everywhere, the godly and ungodly 
alike, are talking about peace, but 
few of them know the way to peace. 

Oh that my people had hearkened unto 
Me! “What a cry is this! — the Deity 
lamenting the fate of those who have 
lost their all by disobedience to His 
commandments. The expression of 
Divine regret becomes profoundly sug- 
gestive when we reflect that disobedi- 
ence frustrates the Divine purpose 
regarding the happiness of the race. 
The gracious purpose of God is to 
save a man: His heart hungers for the 
love of redeemed humanity. Every act 
of disobedience insults the Divine love, 
spurns His mercy, and delays the work 
of emancipating and elevating all 
mankind.” (G. Barlow in The Study 
and Pulpit.) 

Then had thy peace been as a river, and 
thy righteousness as the waves of the sea. 
“The ideas suggested by the figure of 
a river are abundance, perpetuity, and 
freshness, to which the waves of the 
sea add those of vastness, depth, and 
continued succession.” ‘The imagery of 
this verse is suggestive of national life. 
It implies that the peace and prosperity 
of the people, under Divine guidance, 
shall flow unceasingly like a river; 
and that the righteousness of the peo- 
ple, united and dedicated to God’s 
will, shall be as constant and forceful 
as the unmeasured energy of ocean 
waves. 

We are nearing the time when the 
Father’s lament turns to joy. For 
Israel, His beloved, will soon ac- 
complish His purpose. Isaiah sings of 
the glory that will yet come to erring, 
cast-off Israel. Here are a few signi- 
ficant prophetic passages: 


“For a small moment have I forsaken 
thee; but with great mercies will I gather 
thee. . . . For the mountains shall depart, 
and the hills be removed; but my kindness 
shall not depart from thee, neither shall 
the covenant of my peace be removed, 
saith the Lord that hath mercy on thee. 
. . . And all thy children shall be taught 
of the Lord; and great shall be the peace of 
thy children. ... No weapon that is 
formed against thee shall prosper; and 
every tongue that shall rise against thee in 
judgment thou shalt condemn. This is the 
heritage of the servants of the Lord, and 
their righteousness is of me, saith the 
Lord.” (Isa. 54.) 

‘Arise, shine; for thy light is come, and 
the glory of the Lord is risen upon thee. 
For, behold, the darkness shall cover the 
earth, and gross darkness the people: but 
the Lord shall arise upon thee, and his

INCE OUR LAST issue, Britain has become progressively 
S more restless. We feel that everyone will agree with 
that statement. Apart from lack of good publicity 
and mistakes in policy, Eden has offended a whole group 
of ex-ministers who would give much to see him bite the 
dust. Nevertheless, the Prime Minister could transform 
his position if he captured the middle classes with a big 
policy of incentives. The government clings to fundamen- 
tal mistakes. It refuses to face the fact that Britain is not 
short of labor; she is short only of people ready to do a real 
day’s work. On a basis of full production per man-year, 
Britain is grossly overpopulated. 

The government refuses to stop confiscation of private 
wealth by death duties. This tax is killing enterprise. The 
government refuses to give exporters any incentive or the 
middle classes an income which would make life tolerable. 
The better one does, the worse the taxation. It is just not 
worth while making a success. The government refuses to 
make the workers shoulder personal and family responsi- 
bilities. Many working families are drawing as much as 
£60 per week, leaving the state to pay all special expenses 
from the cradle to the grave. 

No measures yet taken touch the fundamental economic 
problem of Britain. Minor changes in the situation have 
not affected the over-all position. A growing number of 
people feel that way. In consequence, there is widespread 
unrest. It tends to grow more influential. There are signs 
that many businessmen will not make any more big efforts 
until they are convinced that their risks are to be rewarded, 
and that the things they are asked to do stand a chance of 
solving the problems. 

Our observer has just had luncheon with Pierre Poujade 
and his wife. This took place at the home of an experienced 
French statesman with a long parliamentary record — a 
man now over seventy. Perhaps the most interesting thing 
was that at the end of luncheon Poujade had gone some 
way toward winning over his host. Certainly M. Poujade 
dominated the conversation and left no room for scholarly 
interjections, which would have been important subjects 
for discussion in most political circles. 

If France loses Algeria, Poujade may become Master. 
One cannot exclude this possibility. He has an immense 
following; his newspapers are increasing their circulations 
by leaps and bounds; and he has some editorial support 
elsewhere — from two Jewish newspaper owners, for ex- 
ample, which suggest that he is not a racialist. Poujade is 
primordial; he has immense animal strength; his energy is 
considerable. He constantly relates every problem put to 
him to his experiences as a French shopkeeper. Those 
experiences are his guide in everything. Nothing strikes 
one more than his habit of doing this in conversation. He 
is essentially French. This is profound and basic in him. 
He is an undoubted patriot; certainly physically brave; 
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and (this observer would say) completely honest in his 
public life. 

Poujade is a hard man. Occasionally one can see a slight 
gleam of a possible softer strain in him, but one must rate 
him as both hard and virile. He is a Frenchman from the 
rough central massif of his country, and his judgments and 
character are consistent with his geographical background. 
This is the France which marched to Moscow; the France 
which made the Grand Army a legend for all time. It is a 
France which was exhausted by World War I and has 
since been silenced by corrupt politics. Suddenly, this 
powerful force, so long silent, finds expression in a shop- 
keeper who may not understand all the problems but who 
has a capacity to put into plain words what millions of 
Frenchmen think. 

There is much evidence that American Communists 
have received instructions to go slow on politics and to 
concentrate on the dope-peddling ring which has its head- 
quarters in China. Private dope-peddlers are being pushed 
out of the market by the powerful ring which has the great 
advantage of the support of the Peking government. The 
object, of course, is to break down American morale and 
to gain agents amongst dope addicts, as well as to make 
quite a lot of money. 

After the war, continentals complained that, unless 
America gave economic aid, Communism would engulf 
Western Europe. The Americans were accused of giving 
too little, too late. No sooner was really big aid given than 
America was accused of being emotionally anti-Com- 
munist. She was accused of buying up Western Europe for 
war-making purposes. The cry went up for America to 
modify her anti-Communism in order to save Europe 
from atomic war and consequent destruction. Now Amer- 
ica is being accused of the opposite; viz., preparing a super- 
Yalta in which Europe will be expended in order to give 
America peace! Naturally, this is as exasperating to 
many Americans as it is to the British government. It 
would seem that one just cannot satisfy continental opin- 
ion. This sense of irritation on both sides greatly helps 
neutralism. 

If one gets a basic appreciation wrong, all policy flowing 
from it will end in a muddle. In the opinion of this ob- 
server, the West has enunciated a false appreciation, al- 
though this observer is not convinced that either the 
American or the British government really believes in the 
appreciation it has proclaimed, but that proviso only 
complicates the problem. They say that military stalemate 
exists between East and West. This is what public opinion 
wants to believe and our governments have forced the 
facts into conformity with public wishes. But is there a 
military stalemate? If there is not, then any policy adopted 
on that assumption somewhat naturally ends in a muddle. 

In all conventional weapons, the Communist bloc is 
vastly stronger than the West. Russia is in advance of the 
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West in guided missiles. A position of relative parity has 
probably been reached, or is about to be reached, in 
strategic nuclear weapons. This is not because Russia has 
as large a stockpile as the West, but because the West is 
more vulnerable than the East. This relative parity has 
now been officially admitted in Washington. The effect of 
the foregoing facts may be that Russia thinks the West 
would use its nuclear weapons in the event of the Soviets 
using their superior conventional forces. No one can be 
sure of that. The most one can say is that it may be Rus- 
sia’s opinion. On the other hand, Russia may think that 
the West would not, in fact, dare to use its more powerful 
nuclear weapons, because Russia would then do likewise. 
One must stress the fact that the West is more vulnerable 
than the East. 

The West may be oversanguine in thinking that Russia 
cannot move. It is doubtful if there is genuine stalemate. 
The case is more one of action under an umbrella of pos- 
sibly neutralized strategic nuclear weapons. This observer 
is of the opinion that Russia is determined to dominate 
the Middle East, even at the risk of war; but that she 
thinks she can achieve this objective without a world 
clash. She is acting under the protection of H-bomb 
neutralization and a fear complex which is greater in the 
West than in the East. She thinks it would be desirable to 
avoid the H-bomb risk but she does not think it impera- 
tive to do so. Therein lies the profound difference between 
East and West. The words “‘desirable’”’ and “imperative” 
are worlds apart. The difference between them governs 
the present situation. 

Russia’s policy is to do everything possible to hasten the 
withdrawal of all Western influences from the Middle 
East and, at the same time, to build up the maximum 
peace psychology in America and Britain so that no gov- 
ernment could risk opposing Russia’s Middle Eastern 
moves. 

What could happen? This observer thinks Russia will 
press the Arabs into eventual conflict with Israel. The 
Russians will supply weapons. The West will be forced to 
aid Israel. Short of direct Soviet intervention, Israel would 
be likely to win. Russia will then face the alternatives of 
defeat in the Middle East — followed by the prepon- 
derance of an Israel linked with America and Britain — 
or direct intervention to save her Arab allies and her own 
special projects. Therein lies the basic crisis. China’s 
moves in Southeast Asia and Russia’s other activities may 
have far-reaching aims, but neither brings the East-West 
issue near to an immediate major clash. Although several 
things might happen in Southeast Asia and Europe which 
would have a profound effect on the eventual balance of 
world power, nothing in either area presents an immediate 
threat of a general clash. 

The issues in the Middle East, however, are different. 
Russia can retreat only at great loss; she can go forward 
only at grave risk. But she seems to have made up her 
mind to move forward. The West inclines to disbelieve 
this because it tends to bank on the theory of true stale- 
mate. If the West is wrong, then its policies also are wrong. 
Therein lies the great danger of 1956-60. 

After years of negotiation and work, NATO remains 
too weak to repulse an attack by Russia. This is what 
General Gruenther has recently reported. It is not the 
first such statement by one of the top NATO men. There 
have been many such over several years. 
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There are many observers who believe that the dismissal 
of Glubb Pasha will prove to have been the last warning to 
the West. If it is ignored (they say) bigger things will begin 
to happen quite soon. The West will be faced with a 
choice between quitting the whole vast area from Casa- 
blanca to Kabul — leaving Turkey, Israel and Iraq to 
fend for themselves — or resisting. To quit this area would 
be to commit suicide. The Western Powers cannot aban- 
don either the oil or the strategic advantages of this area 
without disaster leading to eventual extermination. Oil is 
not the only consideration by any means. 

This climax has been in preparation for years. Warning 
after warning has been ignored. Public opinion has been 
told that the dangers were receding whereas, in fact, they 
have been creeping ever nearer. Surely everyone must 
now realize that. In order to keep up the facade of peace, 
we have retreated step by step. The greatest single mis- 
takes were to quit the Sudan and the Canal Zone. Those 
retreats gave the fatal signal for a grave clash of interests. 

We left Egypt free to do as she liked and we convinced 
Russia and the Arabs that we were on the way out. Thus 
encouraged, Russia has gone ahead, using Arab nation- 
alism as an instrument of high strategy. We do not face 
mere Arab nationalism; we face National Communist 
Russia, backed by immense military forces and aided by 
remarkable propaganda and subversive agencies. 

Everything is at stake in the Middle East. If the Middle 
East is lost, all will be in extreme danger. Our weakness 
has already led to cracks in NATO and the loss of allies. If 
we do not stiffen, our entire defense system will melt 
away. Bulganin and Khrushchev will use their visit to 
London to convince the outside world that Britain is 
afraid. They will appeal to the British public over the 
heads of the government. They will encourage foolishly 
weak protestations from certain political leaders. And all 
the while they are marching relentlessly forward in an area 
upon which the very life of Britain depends — and not of 
Britain only. This deplorable situation has arisen owing to 
weakness at the top; the escapism of the popular press; the 
degenerative influence of certain factions in the Foreign 
Office; and public opinion trends fostered by foreign agen- 
cies working to a plan. 

Unless Britain stiffens at once, the Soviet-sponsored 
Arab States will close in on Israel, isolate Turkey and roll 
over Iraq within a short time from now. We may expect 
an upheaval in Persia any day. The situation is of the 
utmost gravity. A clear understanding between Britain 
and America about the Middle East is essential. America 
has been grossly misled — especially by one of her own 
ranking diplomats. She has been misled by Arab national- 
ism — not realizing that it was a mere instrument of Soviet 
imperialism. America’s misconception has proved a 
tragedy. The counterpart to this has been Britain’s failure 
to grasp America’s appreciation of affairs in parts of 
Southeast Asia. Between these two great divergencies, 
China and Russia have advanced.

CHAPTER III 
THE EXALTED KINGDOM 








HE OPENING VERSES of the second 

chapter of Isaiah picture what 

the prophet beheld in vision and 
they give us a marvelous prophecy of 
the restoration of the Kingdom of 
God and its glorious administration 
upon earth: 


“The word that Isaiah, the son of 
Amoz, saw concerning Judah and Jeru- 
salem. And it shall come to pass in the 
last days, that the mountain of the Lord’s 
house shall be established in the top of the 
mountains, and shall be exalted above the 
hills; and all nations shall flow unto it. 
And many people shail go and say, Come 
ye, and let us go up to the mountain of 
the Lord, to the house of the God of 
Jacob; and he will teach us of his ways, 
and we will walk in his paths: for out of 
Zion shall go forth the law, and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem.” (Isa. 2: 1-3.) 


Throughout the remainder of this 
second chapter, and including the 
whole of the third chapter, Isaiah 
confined his message to the calamities 
decreed upon Judah and Jerusalem 
because of the sins of the people and 
their refusal to comply with the con- 
ditions which would bring about the 
restoration. This particular discourse 
ended with the close of chapter four 
in which the prophet climaxed his 
pronouncements against Judah and 
Jerusalem by depicting the results 
which will follow when the Lord, 
through judgment, will have suc- 
ceeded in washing away the filth of 
the daughters of Zion and purging 
Jerusalem of all evil. At that time, 
Isaiah declared, the glory of the Lord 
will overshadow the city as a cloud by 
day and a fire by night and it will be 
a defense and a protection to the 
citizens of His Kingdom. 


The Mountain of the Lord 


When Isaiah prophesied that ‘‘the 
mountain of the Lord’s house shall be 
established in the top of the moun- 
tains, and shall be exalted above the 
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hills,” he was employing symbolisms 
which represented the Kingdom and 
its government. The use of the term 
*‘mountain” to designate His King- 
dom was adopted by God when the 
dream-vision was given to Nebuchad- 
nezzar, King of Babylon, who saw a 
stone smite the image which repre- 
sented the Babylonian Succession of 
Empires: 

“Thou sawest till that a stone was cut 
out without hands, which smote the image 
upon his feet that were of iron and clay, 
and brake them to pieces ... and the 
stone that smote the image became a great 
mountain, and filled the whole earth.” 
(Dan. 2: 34-35.) 


In his interpretation of this dream- 
vision, Daniel informed Nebuchad- 
nezzar that the stone that grew into 
the mountain was the Kingdom set up 
by God — a Kingdom that will stand 
forever (Dan. 2: 44-45). 

The only kingdom the Bible records 
as having been established by God 
was the Kingdom organized at Mount 
Sinai. When the time came for that 
Kingdom to be organized, Moses was 
instructed: 


“Thus shalt thou say to the house of 
Jacob, and tell the children of Israel; Ye 
have seen what I did unto the Egyptians, 
and how I bare you on eagles’ wings, and 
brought you unto myself. Now therefore, 
if ye will obey my voice indeed, and keep 
my covenant, then ye shall be a peculiar 
treasure unto me above all people: for 
all the earth is mine: and ye shall be unto 
me a kingdom of priests, and an holy 
nation. These are the words which thou 
shalt speak unto the children of Israel.” 
(Ex. 19: 3-6.) 


Moses carried out these directions 
and the elders, as well as all the 
people, assured him of their willingness 
to become God’s Kingdom. Thus, at 
Mount Sinai the Kingdom of God was 
established upon earth and the people 
of Israel became its first citizens. This 
is the very Kingdom over which Jesus 


Christ is to rule forever, for it is the 
House of Jacob which, according to 
the testimony of the angel in his an- 
nunciation to Mary (Luke 1: 33), will 
be the Kingdom of the returning 
Lord and King. It is the Kingdom 
that Isaiah the Prophet envisioned as 
being established in the last days 
above all kingdoms, which will be 
exalted above all the hills (7.¢., gov- 
ernments), with the result that the 
nations will be drawn to it because of 
its exemplification of a way of life 
producing well-being and prosperity. 


Perfeétion of the Kingdom 


Isaiah goes on to show that the 
glorification of His Kingdom in that 
day of restoration will cause a great 
stirring among many peoples and na- 
tions, causing them to say: 

“Come ye, and let us go up to the 
mountain of the Lord, to the house of the 
God of Jacob; and he will teach us of his 
ways, and we will walk in his paths.” 
(Isa. 2: 3.) 


This is the proper order of events 
by which the universal acceptance of 
the Kingdom will come about. The 
methods employed today by the lead- 
ership of the Anglo-Saxon nations to 
assist so-called “‘backward areas of the 
world” are wholly abortive and can- 
not succeed. A statesman of the stature 
of General Douglas MacArthur under- 
stands this, as reported in U. S. News 
& World Report for April 6, 1956: 


“General MacArthur criticizes what he 
calls America’s ‘dollar diplomacy’ as a 
false policy. He maintains that a nation 
does not make friends by loans and gifts, 
and says: ‘We should not go around of- 
fering money where it is not wanted, 
although we should stand ready to help 
when asked.’ ” 


An amplification of this same gen- 
eral position was given in the article 
entitled “Ephraim and Manasseb,” 
in Destiny for November 1952 (pp. 
377-381) *: 

‘Real leadership is based upon works of 
righteousness in the establishment of judg- 
ment, justice, equity and peace under the 
administration of Divine law. . . . The 
United States of America is by no means 
furnishing the type of world leadership 
envisioned by the prophets. Washington is 
supplying a leadership of Mammon that 
may be aptly labeled ‘dollar diplomacy’ 
as nations are coerced through bribery

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into adopting programs which are not 
based upon the wisdom of statecraft in- 
spired from above. 

“The statesmen of the past, men who 
recognized the need for Divine guidance 
in conducting the affairs of state, knowing 
they were responsible to God for the way 
they administered the affairs of His peo- 
ple, are no longer occupying the seats of 
authority in either London or Washington. 
Because of the decline in British statesman- 
ship, American dollars have flowed into 
the power vacuum created by the lack of 
effective leadership among the nations. 
This has enabled American politicians to 
force the acceptance of a made-in-Wash- 
ington spending program, but to say that 
this squandering of our assets is furnishing 
leadership is the height of folly, as events 
will very shortly demonstrate when the 
dollar ceases to flow as freely as in the 
past.” 

Isaiah points to the day when the 
works of righteousness, through the 
establishment of equity, justice and 
peace under the administration of the 
Law of the Lord, will cause the nations 
to inquire of the government of the 
Kingdom concerning how they may 
be equally blessed. 

Now, because we are still a sinful 
nation, having departed from the 
Divine laws and refusing to observe 
His commandments and statutes, there 
is absolutely no reason why others 
should desire to learn of our ways, 
for we suffer as they suffer from the 
consequences of maladministration. It 
will be only when we set our own 
national house in order and conform 
with the requirements of the covenant 
our forefathers made when they took 
a solemn oath to abide by its terms 
at Mount Sinai, that the nations 
around us will observe that which will 
make them desirous of turning to us 
for counsel and guidance. 

Isaiah sets forth thereason why, when 
the great restoration has taken place, 
peoples and nations will turn to God’s 
Kingdom of their own volition. They 
will be seeking the Lord who, they 
will recognize, is in the midst of His 
people: 

“For out of Zion shall go forth the law, 


and the word of the Lord from Jerusalem.” 
(Isa. 2: 3.) 


As the result of this the nations will 
literally “flow unto” His Kingdom; 
that is, they will become so attracted 
to the perfection of its laws in opera- 
tion that they will have but one 
thought in mind: the emulation of its 
government and the adoption of its 
system of laws in order to secure the 
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benefits of their administration. At 
that time the full significance of the 
words of the Psalmist will become 
clear to all: 


“The law of the Lord is perfect, convert- 
ing the soul: the testimony of the Lord 
is sure, making wise the simple. The 
statutes of the Lord are right, rejoicing the 
heart: the commandment of the Lord is 
pure, enlightening the eyes. The fear of 
the Lord is clean, enduring for ever: the 
judgments of the Lord are true and right- 
eous altogether. More to be desired are 
they than gold, yea, than much fine gold: 
sweeter also than honey and the honey- 
comb. Moreover by them is thy servant 
warned: and in keeping of them there is 
great reward.” (Ps. 19: 7-11.) 


When all peoples and nations 
awaken to the perfection of His law — 
and Isaiah declares they will — it will 
indeed usher in a new way of life. 
Later on Isaiah dwells upon the great 
change that must come over His peo- 
ple before all this will come to pass. 
They must return to the Lord, become 
willing to obey all His laws and con- 
form with the terms of His covenant. 
With the consequent return of spiritual 
enlightenment and understanding, the 
Anglo-Saxon world will awaken and 
acknowledge its identification as His 
people, for in that day the call will go 
out: 

“Arise to the light, for your dawn has 

arrived ; 

The Lord’s splendour above you has 

sprung; 

For though darkness may cover the 

earth, 
And black gloom the Peoples, 

The wire shines over you, and His 

splendour on you, 

And Nations shall walk by your light, 

And Kings come to your sun-rise!” 

(Isa. 60: 1-3, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


No More War 


When all this comes to pass the 
Law of the Lord will go forth from 
Zion, the Capital, or seat of His 
government, and the word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem, the center of 
ecclesiastical activity within the King- 
dom. The ultimate outcome is stated 
by Isaiah: 

‘And he shall judge among the nations, 
and shall rebuke many people: and they 
shall beat their swords into plowshares, 
and their spears into pruninghooks: nation 
shall not lift up sword against nation, 


neither shall they learn war any more.” 
(Isa. 2: 4.) 


All peoples long for the day when 
universal peace will come. Peace- 


loving nations clamor for disarma- 
ment and endorse the calling of con- 
ferences so that war may be out- 
lawed. But paper disarmament plans 
among nations which cannot trust one 
another are tissue-thin at best, to be 
torn up at the slightest whim of any 
one of the contracting parties. 

Every effort to bring about a com- 
plete cessation of hostilities and usher 
in the day when the nations will beat 
their swords into plowshares and their 
spears into pruning hooks is absolutely 
futile until the great day of restoration 
dawns when the people of God’s King- 
dom on earth pledge themselves to 
obedience to Him and to His laws. 
Only then will the nations see clearly 
what Isaiah declares will be a reality: 


‘And the work of righteousness shall be 
peace; and the effect of righteousness quiet- 
ness and assurance for ever. And my peo- 
ple shall dwell in a peaceable habitation, 
and in sure dwellings, and in quiet resting 
places.” (Isa. 32: 17-18.) 


When the administration of the 
Law of the Lord is fully restored in 
His Kingdom, the banishment of all 
that engenders violence and crime, so 
that nothing will harm nor destroy 
throughout His entire Kingdom, will 
be an active demonstration of the 
perfection of the operation of His 
commandments, statutes and judg- 
ments under the Divinely-ordered 
government. Apart from this restora- 
tion of righteousness war is the in- 
evitable heritage of the human race, 
for mankind is under the curse of sin 
and the refusal to recognize the justice, 
the equity and the righteousness of 
His laws brings inevitable retribution. 


Economic Well-Being 


Micah the Prophet adds to what 
Isaiah has said by pointing to the 
domestic tranquility that will prevail 
throughout His Kingdom under a just 
economic system that will no longer 
confiscate the wealth of its people and 
destroy their heritage. Ownership in 
property and the acquiring of pos- 
sessions will be completely protected: 

“But they [the citizens of His Kingdom] 
shall sit every man under his vine and 
under his fig tree; and none shall make 
them afraid: for the mouth of the Lord of 
hosts hath spoken it.”” (Micah 4: 4.) 


Isaiah later refers to this coming 
state of perfection: 


‘Then they shall build houses and dwell; 
And plant vineyards and eat of their fruits;

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Confronting the Climax

March 29, 1956 
ITH IRRESISTIBLE momentum 
VW the Middle Eastern crisis 
sweeps forward toward the 
foreordained climax fraught with such 
immense and transcendental signifi- 
cance for every person on earth. Still, 
however, neither leaders nor public in 
the United States and Great Britain 
grasp the unparalleled gravity of the 
situation or its profounder implica- 
tions. 

Throughout March development 
after development boosted the Middle 
Eastern fever chart. As the month’s 
final week opened, the Security Coun- 
cil met in special session to take up 
what U. S. Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Jr., described as the most 
serious challenge ever faced by the 
UN. Despite the obvious urgency of 
the situation, the assembled diplomats 
voted to defer action for a week so that 
Arab and Israeli spokesmen might be 
heard. 

The words of Ambassador Lodge, 
of course, were the rankest of under- 
statements. What the UN faces is not 
merely a challenge — it is the knell 
of doom. The present Middle Eastern 
impasse developed inevitably from 
seeds of strife sown when the world 
organization arrogantly carved up the 
Holy Land and subsequently voted 
itself jurisdiction over God’s beloved 
city of Jerusalem. Well may all af- 
filiated with the UN tremble now that 
the harvest of their effrontery is about 
to be reaped! 

Over the years these articles have 
charted event after event which lifted 
restraints in the Middle East and 
permitted the cauldron to bubble ever 
more furiously. In this category fell 
the assassination of Iranian Premier 
Razmara, British retreats-under-pres- 
sure from Abadan and Suez, and 
France’s vacillating efforts to deal 
with Communist-fomented strife in 
North Africa. Then, in a momentous 
move on March 2, King Hussein 
lengthened the list by abruptly firing 
British Lt. Gen. John Bagot Glubb 
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from command of Jordan’s Arab Le- 
gion. His ouster, again drastically 
diminishing British prestige in the 
Middle East, left Jordan’s small but 
excellent army in full control of the 
Arab nationalist elements which 
forced General Glubb’s dismissal. 

Significantly, Jordan’s ouster of 
General Glubb came precisely 1600 
days (space or extent of judgment) 
after October 15, 1951 when Egypt 
formally abrogated her Suez and 
Sudan treaties with Great Britain. 
Noteworthy too is the interval of 666 
days solar extending forward from 
March 2 to January 7, 1958, which 
falls exactly 1260 days (tribulation) 
after Great Britain agreed to evacuate 
her Suez Canal Zone military base 
(Chart XV). Thus, with infinite pre- 
cision, the time-factors link all these 
events into a pattern stressing the 
lifting of restraints so that Divinely- 
ordained judgment may be consum- 
mated upon the human world-order 
(numerically symbolized by 666). 

Confronted by an_ increasingly 
ominous crisis in the Middle East, 
the Western Big Three on March 3 
postponed a meeting called to act on 
the proposed sale of French jet fighters 
to the Israelis. The date was 1335 days 
lunar after the ouster of King Farouk 
and 666 days after the Indo-Chinese 
fortress of Dien Bien Phu fell to Red 
Armies on May 7, 1954. The 1335 
factor, the number of blessed hope in 
Daniel’s twelfth chapter, also con- 
notes judgment upon those forces 
which are blocking the establishment 
of God’s Kingdom on earth (Chart 
XVI). 

Note especially that an interval of 
displacement or human error (286 
days solar) extends forward from 
March 3 to December 18, 1956. This 
outstanding terminal will be 12 x 1290 
days (desolation) after Germany’s entry 
into World War I. 

Prime Minister Eden on March 5 
recalled the top British officers serving 
with Jordan’s Arab Legion. On the 
same day five-month-old negotiations 


aimed at resolving the Cyprus impasse 
again collapsed. Meanwhile, a new 
rash of shooting incidents fanned fears 
of an Arab-Israeli war. 

Time-factors marking these events 
again connote displacement (286) of 
the human world order (666). Those 
two numbers precisely measure the 
interval separating March 5 from 
July 27, 1953 when the Korean truce 
was signed (bottom of Chart XVI). 
No less significant is the solar 420 
interval extending forward from 
March 5 to May 5, 1957. This date 
will be 1335 days solar after the Au- 
gust 20, 1953 King’s Chamber termi- 
nal when France dethroned the Sultan 
of Morocco. The 420 factor is the 2520- 
day Biblical period of trial or proba- 
tion divided by six — the number of 
man, similar in significance to 666. 

The Defense Department an- 
nounced on March 7 that a reinforced 
battalion of 1800 U. S. Marines had 
been ordered to the Mediterranean to 
join the American 6th Fleet. And in 
London Prime Minister Eden accused 
Egypt of double-dealing with the 
West. Other London reports disclosed 
that the United States had turned 
down an urgent British request for 
prompt American adherence to the 
Baghdad Pact as a means of bolstering 
the shaky Western position in the 
Middle East. 

These events, strikingly sympto- 
matic of headlong intensification of 
the Mideast crisis, fell precisely 1600 
days solar (space or extent of judg- 
ment) after Iran took over the Abadan 
refinery on September 27, 1951 (Chart 
XVI). And an interval of displace- 
ment (286 days) measured forward 
from them will terminate on Decem- 
ber 18, 1956, which falls 12 x 1290 
days after the outbreak of World War 
I. 

Particularly noteworthy is the fact 
that United States Marines were or- 
dered to the Middle Eastern area 
exactly 2 x 1040 days after America’s 
entry into the Korean war. This 1040 
time-factor marks the period in which 
plans and policies come to fruition. 
Now swiftly approaching its culmina- 
tion (or fruttion) in the Middle East is 
the Divine plan for global judgment 
and restoration. 

The British on March 9 banished 
Archbishop Makarios III from Cyprus 
as a ringleader in the violent campaign 
of terrorism on the island. And in 
Tunis a rioting mob of French settlers, 
protesting American interference in 
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French-Tunisian affairs, stormed and 
ransacked the U. S. Consulate. 

The banishment of Archbishop 
Makarios came exactly 2300 (cleans- 
ing) plus 270 (birth travail) days after 
the Jewish-Egyptian armistice was 
signed on February 24, 1949 (top of 
Chart XVII). A second significant 
time-link is the 420-day interval ex- 
tending forward from March 9 to May 
3, 1957. This date will be 1260 (tribu- 
lation) plus 666 days after January 
24, 1952 when a sharp flare-up of 
violence in French North Africa fore- 
warned of travail to come. The 1952 
date, in turn, fell 10 x 1290 days lunar 
(perfection in desolation) after Amer- 
ica’s entry into World War I. 

The Israelis charged on March 11 
that Egypt was concentrating troops 
and armaments “‘far in excess of de- 
fensive requirements” along the fron- 
tier. This was 286 days lunar before 
December 18, 1956, and 420 days 
before May 5, 1957, which will be 
1335 days solar after the August 20, 
1953 King’s Chamber milepost. Note 
especially (Chart XVI) the outstand- 
ing sequence of premonitory Middle 
Eastern developments unfolded by the 
three terminals of the 286-day dis- 
placement cycle extending to Decem- 
ber 18, 1956. 

A six-day conference of the Arab 
world’s Big Three closed on March 
12. Egypt, Syria and Saudi Arabia 
declared in a joint communique that 
they had formulated a unified plan 
against the “dangers of Zionist ag- 
gression”’ and to preserve neutrality in 
the cold war. And in Paris Premier 
Guy Mollet won “blank check”? pow- 
ers to crush the nationalist rebellion 
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in Algeria. Meanwhile, Greece asked 
the United States to intervene in the 
bitter dispute over Cyprus. 

A lunar interval of tribulation 
(1260 days) separates this flurry of 
Middle Eastern developments from 
October 17, 1952 when Iran severed 
relations with Great Britain (Chart 
XV). Significant too is the 666-day 
period extending forward from March 
12 to January 7, 1958. This date will 
be 1260 days after Britain agreed to 
evacuate the Suez Canal Zone. 

Day by day the Middle Eastern 
powderkeg’s fuse sputtered more omi- 
nously. A March 13 report from 
Amman disclosed that Jordan had 
placed her forces on the Israeli frontier 
under “stand-by alert.’ On the same 
day Greece called on the UN to de- 
bate Cyprus in the next General 
Assembly meeting. 
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These developments fit into the un- 
folding Middle Eastern pattern with 
remarkable precision. They fell ex- 
actly 10 x 286 days (perfection in 
displacement) after the Zionist state 
was proclaimed on May 14, 1948 
(Chart XVII). No less noteworthy is 
the fact that March 13 fell 1600 days 
solar (space or extent of judgment) 
after October 3, 1951 when the British 
abandoned their refinery installations 
at Abadan. Finally, March 13 was 
420 days lunar after President Eisen- 
hower’s January 24, 1955 declaration 
that the United States would defend 
Formosa. 

On March 15 the Jews and Egyp- 
tians again lodged complaints with 
the UN over new flare-ups among the 
bloody Gaza strip. And in Washington 
the Israelis renewed their plea for 
American arms. This was 10 x 286 
days after the May 16, 1948 Great 
Pyramid coffer date, upon which 
designation of the first Israeli president 
completed formation of the Zionist 
state. Further linking March 15 to the 
African-Middle Eastern pattern is the 
lunar 420 interval extending to May 
3, 1957. This date will be 1260 plus 
666 days after the January 24, 1952 
eruption of strife in French North 
Africa (Chart XVII). 

Savage rioting between Greek and 
Turk Cypriots broke out on March 19. 
Meanwhile, Arab Legion troops at- 
tacked an Israeli force near Beer- 
sheba, the first such incident in that 
area since 1954. Significantly, the date 
fell precisely 2 x 1290 days (desolation) 
after the February 24, 1949 Jewish- 
Egyptian armistice (Chart XVII). 
March 19 was also 420 days after the 
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January 24, 1955 Eisenhower For- 
mosa declaration and 420 solar before 
May 19, 1957. This date will close a 
2520-day Biblical period of trial or 
probation after the outbreak of the 
Korean war. 

Great Britain on March 20 accused 
Communist-led forces in northern 
Laos of breaking the Geneva-Indo- 
China truce agreement and seeking to 
partition Laos. Meanwhile, the UN 
commission supervising the truce in 
Vietnam reported the situation there 
was likewise deteriorating. This was 
1600 plus 666 days after January 5, 
1950 when Great Britain recognized 
the Chinese Communist government 
(not charted). 

In Washington, the United States 
requested a Security Council meeting 
for “‘urgent and early action”’ to fore- 
stall warfare between Arabs and 
Israelis. 

Amid mounting nationalist-rebel 
activity in North Africa, Algeria on 
March 22 banned all imports of arms. 
The date fell 1335 days after the dep- 
osition of King Farouk on July 26, 
1952. And an interval of 390 days 
(Israel’s chastisement) extends for- 
ward from March 22 to April 16, 
1957. This date will be 1335 days 
after the August 20, 1953 King’s 
Chamber terminal when France de- 
throned the Sultan of Morocco (Chart 
XV). Finally, March 22 was 666 days 
lunar before January 7, 1958, which 
closes a 1260-day tribulation period 
after Britain agreed to evacuate Suez. 

Refer again to Chart XV and note 
the remarkable pattern of Middle 
Eastern events unfolded by the three 
terminals of the 666 cycle extending to 
the January 1958 date. 

France on March 25 began airlifting 
troops into Algeria from French West 
Africa in a new bid to crush the na- 
tionalist uprising. Meanwhile, Arab 
moves, obviously instigated by Russia, 
roadblocked an American-sponsored 
proposal for a Middle Eastern peace 
mission by UN _ Secretary-General 
Hammarskjold. The date was 1600 
days solar (judgment) after Egypt’s 
abrogation of her Suez and Sudan 
treaties with Great Britain (Chart 
XV). Chart XVII adds the informa- 
tion that March 25 fell 420 days before 
May 19, 1957, which will be 2520 
days after the Korean war began. 

The significance of the consistent 
chronological interlocking of the Mid- 
dle and Far Eastern phases of the 
tribulation should not be overlooked. 
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Every present indication is that the 
storm, when it finally breaks in full 
fury upon unsuspecting Anglo-Saxon- 
dom, will have concurrent activities in 
both theatres— China moving in 
Asia as Russian-fomented warfare 
erupts in the Middle East. 

Yet it is the Middle Eastern phase 
to which the prophets of the Bible 
devote preponderant attention. Isaiah, 
for example, addresses to Jerusalem 
(here called “Ariel, the city were 
David dwelt’’) this message which can 
bring no comfort to the Zionist im- 
posters who have usurped both the 
Israel name and Israel heritage: 


“Moreover the multitude of thy strang- 
ers shall be like small dust, and the multi- 
tude of the terrible ones shall be as chaff 
that passeth away: yea, it shall be at an 
instant suddenly. Thou shalt be visited of 
the Lorp of hosts with thunder, and with 


earthquake, and great noise, with storm 
and tempest, and the flame of devouring 
fire. And the multitude of all the nations 
that fight against Ariel, even all that fight 
against her and her munition, and that 
distress her, shall be as a dream of a night 
vision.” (Isa. 29: 5-7.) 

Even now the Communist plotters 
wave firebrands over the packed pow- 
derkeg, whose sudden detonation will 
usher in the great climax. For the 
watchers, redoubled alertness and ex- 
pectancy are the order of the day. 
Swift indeed will be the pace of events 
as the maelstrom of culminating judg- 
ment engulfs all nations. There will 
be no time for spiritual reorientation, 
no time for trimming of lamps, once 
the hour of Divine intervention strikes. 
Only the vigilant, only those of sure 
and unfaltering faith, can stand con- 
fidently upon the promises of pres- 
ervation and blessing.

alone. Every tribe in ancient Israel had its ban- 
ner upon which the insigne of the tribe was emblaz- 
oned. It was the distinguishing mark, or badge of honor, of 
the tribe and around this standard all the members of the 
tribe gathered. 

In the first two chapters of the Book of Numbers the 
importance of the tribal standard is clearly delineated. The 
Lord instructed every man of Israel to pitch his tent by 
the standard of his own tribe upon which was displayed 
the ensign of his father’s house (Num. 2: 2). In the midst 
of the Israel encampment, representing the Throne of 
Jehovah, stood the Tabernacle, which was overshadowed 
by the Glory of the Lord. Around the Tabernacle the 
tribes of Israel were encamped, each with its respective 
standard: three tribes on the east, three tribes on the north, 
three tribes on the south and three tribes on the west. 

It must have been an awe-inspiring sight to look down 
upon that encampment, the Tabernacle in its midst over- 
shadowed by the Glory of the Lord, and around it, spread 
out in four directions over the plain, the tents of the tribes. 
Each tribe would be identified by its own banner, which 
would be waving in the breeze, flourishing its colorful 
insignia. The ensign upon each standard was a sign of the 
Zodiac, for the twelve signs of the Zodiac represented the 
twelve tribes of Israel. 

In the early centuries of the Christian Era, the Christian 
cross was used by the members of the Church — not in the 
sense in which the Church of Rome uses its cross today — 
but as a monogram, or identification mark, to signify to 
those of like faith that they too were walking in the “‘new 
and living way” (Heb. 10: 20). The sign of the cross was 
the letter X and the first letter in the Greek word Aristos 
(xpwrés); that is, Christ. In defending himself before Felix 
the Governor (Procurator over Judea), Paul confessed 
to him “that after the way which they call heresy, so 
worship I the God of my fathers” (Acts. 24: 14). The 
statement is made that Felix himself was “somewhat 
well informed about the Way” (Acts 24:22, Smith © 
Goodspeed Trans.).

The sacred monogram Chi Rho * represents the 
first two letters of the Greek word Aristos, as shown above. 
This monogram is now being used as the basis of the 
design for an insigne fashioned into an identity pin for 
the Anglo-Saxon Federation of America, to be worn by 
those who are in sympathy with its aims and objectives. 
It has been placed upon a shield of gold, representing the 
shield of faith (Eph. 6: 16). In the remaining three open- 
ings of the Christian cross, the initials ASI (Anglo-Saxon-

with the great truths expounded by the Anglo-Saxon 
Federation of America, particularly its proclamation of 
the identity of modern Israel with the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic 
peoples and their responsibility and destiny in the Divine 
purposes. 

Reading the initials downward in the opening at the 
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top and bottom of the cross, we have the term PI. This is 
the fi ratio (3.1416), and therefore the circle, the im- 
portance of which is promptly recognized by those familiar 
with the Great Pyramid of Gizeh and its construction, 
for the circle plays an important part in defining the sig- 
nificance of the passage system of this monument. 

But there is also another aspect of the #2 ratio which is 
associated with Deity because the word El, which means 
God, equals 31, or ten times the fi ratio. It is fitting that 
we should find fz associated with the Name of Deity for 
He of whom the Psalmist says, ‘Even from everlasting to 
everlasting, thou art God” (Ps. 90: 2), can best be repre- 
sented by the continuous line of a perfect circle, having no 
beginning or ending. Furthermore, there is a very strong 
possibility that from the time of our Lord’s birth to the day 
of His death upon the cross at Calvary, there were just 
31.416 years, since the length of His ministry was a little 
more than one year. * 

By wearing this identity pin, displaying the sacred 
monogram, its wearer will signify his belief in the tenets 
of the Gospel of the Kingdom, manifesting his desire to 
align himself with its propagation and support its dis- 
semination far and wide. If you are in sympathy with the 
Kingdom Evangel and wish to be conjoined with those 
who are proclaiming these great truths, you can place 
yourself in the position of being recognized by those of like 
faith by wearing this insigne.

Q. Enoch was translated (Gen. 5: 24), 
I know, and Elijah was “‘taken up” 
(II Kings 2: 11), but how was it possi- 
ble for Moses, who had died and was 
buried by God (Deut. 34: 5-6), to be 
present on the Mount of Transfigura- 
tion with Jesus and Elijah (Matt. 
17: 1-3)?

A. The Biblical record states that 
Moses died and was buried. It also 
declares that “‘there is no work, nor 
device, nor knowledge, nor wisdom, 
in the grave, whither thou goest” (Ecc. 
9: 10). The day a man dies the Psalm- 
ist states: “‘His breath goeth forth, he 
returneth to his earth; in that very 
day his thoughts perish’? (Ps. 146: 4). 
It is only through the resurrection that 
man has any assurance that he will 
live again. 

Something, then, had to take place 
that would raise Moses from the grave, 
or else it would have been impossible 
for him to have been present on the 
Mount of Transfiguration. We dis- 
cover an all-important clue in the 
Epistle of Jude which precedes the 
final book (Revelation) of the New 
Testament Scriptures. Jude gives us 
an interesting account of a contest 
between Michael, the Archangel, and 
the devil. From the Book of Daniel in 
the Old Testament we are given to 
understand that Michael is somehow 
concerned with the resurrection, for 
Daniel was informed that Michael is 
the Archangel who will rise up in 
great power at the end of the age and 
at that time, during a period of great 
trouble, ““Many of them that sleep in 
the dust of the earth shall awake” 
(Dan. 12: 2). 

This Archangel, therefore, is asso- 
ciated with the resurrection of which 
Paul speaks when he states that the 
dead shall arise. But in Jude’s testimony 
we find the devil disputing the authori- 
ty of Michael to raise Moses from his 
grave. The account is as follows: 
“Michael the archangel, when con- 
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tending with the devil he disputed 
about the body of Moses, durst not 
bring against him a railing accusation, 
but said, The Lord rebuke thee” 
(Jude 9). 

Evidently Michael was assigned the 
specific task of bringing Moses to life 
through resurrection so that he might 
appear with our Lord on the Mount 
of Transfiguration. The devil, the ac- 
cuser of the brethren, disputed his 
authority to do this, for as yet the 
atonement through Jesus Christ, as 
crucified and risen Lord, had not be- 
come an accomplished fact. While 
Michael, the Archangel of the resur- 
rection, carried out his mission in spite 
of the devil’s opposition, he was in no 
position to counter the devil’s argu- 
ments, so he referred him to Higher 
Authority — God Himself. 

Thus, Moses was able to stand beside 
the Lord on the Mount of Transfigura- 
tion, together with Elijah. Were it not 
for the testimony of Jude, it would be 
most difficult, if not impossible, to 
understand how Moses could have 
been there.

Q. The conversation between Jesus 
and Martha, recorded in John 11: 20- 
26, puzzles me. What did Jesus mean 
when He said: ‘‘Whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die’’?

A. It is important to carefully consider 
the entire context, for the issues of 
death and resurrection arose as the 
result of the death of Lazarus, the 
brother of Martha and Mary of 
Bethany. In His conversation with 
Martha, Jesus told her, ‘““Thy brother 
shall rise again.’’ Martha affirmed her 
belief that this was true, saying, “‘I 
know that he shall rise again in the 
resurrection at the last day.’ Then 
Jesus said to her: “I am the resurrec- 
tion, and the life: he that believeth in 
me, though he were dead, yet shall he 
live: and whosoever liveth and be- 
lieveth in me shall never die.” 


First Jesus told Martha: “I AM the 
Resurrection.”” Then He went on to 
point out concerning all those who 
believe in Him that, although they 
die, when the day of resurrection ar- 
rives, they will live. Following that He 
said, “Whosoever liveth and believeth 
in me shall never die.” By this state- 
ment He was referring to those who 
will be living at the time that the phe- 
nomena of resurrection becomes an 
actuality; that is, when the First Res- 
urrection will take place. When He 
said, ‘‘whosoever liveth,’”” He meant 
that those believers who would be 
alive at that time would not die, but 
be translated. 

This is in conformity with Paul’s 
statement in I Thessalonians 4: 16-17 
where it is stated that, following the 
First Resurrection, the living overcom- 
ers will be translated and will not see 
death. The resurrected dead and the 
translated from among the living will 
be caught up together “‘to meet the 
Lord in the air.”’ Using the occasion of 
the death of Lazarus, Jesus stated the 
facts. Later Paul, through special 
revelation, confirmed those facts, add- 
ing further details concerning this 
*“‘mystery”’ for our instruction.

Q. To approach the issue of segrega- 
tion with an open mind and heart and 
to fairly hear all sides, which are being 
hotly argued in the Deep South, I 
would like to know the exact referen- 
ces made in the Bible to such an issue.

A. To my mind the question to be 
asked is: What is the objective to be 
attained? Is it for the purpose of bring- 
ing about the complete integration of 
races, including social equality and, 
eventually, intermarriage? 

We do know that one of the objec- 
tives of Communism is the breaking 
down of all racial barriers, their pur- 
pose being the destruction of racial 
characteristics and integrity. This is 
the very purpose back of present-day 
Communist propaganda. 

The Lord is very explicit in His in- 
structions that His people remain sep- 
arate and that the races develop within 
their own spheres of influence. Even 
in the matter of sowing the vineyard 
the statement is made in Deuteron- 
omy 22:9: ‘Thou shalt not sow thy 
vineyard with divers seeds: lest the 
fruit of thy seed which thou hast sown, 
and the fruit of thy vineyard, be de- 
filed.” 
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Abraham, Isaac and Jacob recog- 
nized the necessity to preserve the 
purity of the racial stock in selecting 
wives. Esau, Jacob’s brother, refused 
to heed the Divine injunction in this 
respect and married into the Hittite 
line, and Esau was excluded from par- 
taking of the Divine blessing, which 
was finally confirmed to Jacob. 

Note in Deuteronomy 7:1 that the 
Lord lists seven nations, all of them 
stemming from the Ham line. Then He 
instructs His people that they are to 
make no marriages with them, their 
daughters were not to be given to 
Hamite sons as wives, nor were they 
to take the daughters of these peoples 
to become wives for their sons. The 
reason given for the prohibition then 
is as true today and the consumma- 
tion of marriages with this same line, 
whether colored or not, is definitely 
prohibited. Desegregation is the en- 
tering wedge to bring about social 
equality, and finally intermarriage. It 
would be the inevitable result of break- 
ing down the barriers between the 
races. Such barriers were almost com- 
pletely broken down prior to the Del- 
uge and Noah alone was perfect in his 
generation. 

When Joshua gave his final instruc- 
tions to the people, he referred to the 
fact that, if they intermarried with 
the people of the nations around them, 
they would pay the consequences: 
*“Know for a certainty that the Lord 
your God will no more drive out any 
of these nations from before you; but 
they shall be snares and traps unto 
you, and scourges in your sides, and 
thorns in your eyes, until ye perish 
from off this good land which the Lord 
your God hath given you” (Joshua 
23: 13). 

Those instructions have never been 
rescinded. We are the Israel of God 
today, and just as surely as we violate 
these prohibitions, we will suffer in 
accordance with the judgment passed 
for their violation. God intends that 
His people shall remain pure in stock. 
The enemy intends to corrupt and, 
when God’s people depart from ob- 
serving His commandments, statutes 
and judgments, they become prey to 
enemy propaganda, just as they are 
prey now to that propaganda which 
undertakes to demonstrate that they 
are failing to show brotherly love when 
in opposition to desegregation. 

Nehemiah was troubled with this 
very problem when the remnant re- 
turned to Jerusalem from the Babylon- 
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ian Captivity. He severely condemned 
the mingling among those who had 
returned from Babylon with the in- 
habitants in the land, and the mixed 
multitude resulting from the mixed 
marriages was separated from the rest 
of the people. Ezra also condemned 
the intermingling of the races as 
pointed out in Ezra, chapters 8 and 9. 

In ‘‘Suppressed Information,’”’ Des- 
TINY for January 1956, we referred to 
the fact that the Bible is not opposed to 
segregation, for God’s people were to 
remain separate from the peoples and 
nations around them. We stated there 
that this in no way condemns other 
peoples, but it was a necessary provi- 
sion for the purpose of assuring the 
continuation of the purity of the racial 
stock, not only of His own people but 
of other peoples as well. 

This in no way excludes the men and 
women of any race from accepting 
Jesus Christ as their personal Saviour 
and becoming brothers and sisters in 
Christ. But the acceptance of Jesus 
Christ as personal Saviour is not a 
license to violate the law and the re- 
quirements laid down by the Lord 
regarding racial purity. Segregation 
is one safeguard against the Divinely- 
condemned intermingling of races. So 
long as all are treated equally before 
the law (this, after all, is what Abra- 
ham Lincoln meant when he said, “‘All 
men are created equal’’), and are al- 
lowed to make progress unhampered 
according to their respective abilities, 
there should be no complaint. 

Actually it works no hardship upon a 
race to advance within its own sphere 
of activity. For any race, either the 
white or black, to aspire to mingle 
with another race is conducive to 
trouble, not only for the generation in- 
volved, but for the children who follow 
after. The Lord knows this. All should 
stand ready always to be mutually 
helpful so that each race may develop 
the talents of its people to the fullest 
extent. But the integration of races is 
not the way to accomplish this. 


Q. Will you please reconcile the fol- 
lowing two statements concerning 
Judas Iscariot: “And he [Judas] cast 
down the pieces of silver in the tem- 
ple, and departed, and went and 
hanged himself.” (Matt. 27: 5.) ““Now 
this man [Judas] purchased a field 
with the reward of iniquity.”’ (Acts 1: 
18.)

A. The account in Matthew 27: 3-9 is 
correct in relation to the 30 pieces of 
silver Judas received for betraying our 
Lord. When he returned them, the 
chief priests took the 30 pieces of silver 
and bought the potter’s field that be- 
came known as “the field of blood.” 
The account given in Acts 1: 16-18 
has reference to other activities on the 
part of Judas. In this instance Judas 
is referred to as purchasing a field or, 
as the Greek word signifies, ‘‘a place.” 
This was not the potter’s field. In 
Matthew 27:7 the verb used means 
*“*to buy in the open market,” while in 
Acts 1:18 the verb used means “‘to 
acquire possession of.” The two trans- 
lations are quite distinct. As stated in 
The Companion Bible, the difference 
between the two is preserved in the 
Greek text and in the Syriac version. 
The following note, also from The 
Companion Bible, is of assistance here. 
Under the heading of “The Two 
Purchases,” the comment goes on to 
state: “For there were two. One by 
‘the chief priests,’ recorded in Mat- 
thew 27:6; and the other by Judas 
Iscariot, recorded in Acts 1: 18. The 
proofs are as follows: The purchase of 
Judas was made some time before that 
of the chief priests; for there would 
have been no time to arrange and carry 
this out between the betrayal and the 
condemnation. The purchase of the 
chief priests was made after Judas 
had returned the money. What the 
chief priests bought was ‘a_ field’ 
(Greek agros). What Judas had ac- 
quired was what in English we call a 
‘place’ (a farm or small property).” 
The note states further that we are 
not told in so many words how and 
when Judas had become possessed of 
the “‘place,”’ but we are left in nodoubt 
from the plain statement in John 12: 6 
that “She was a thief, and had the bag.” 
Evidently the “place” was bought 
with this stolen money, “the reward 
[or wages] of iniquity.” This latter is a 
Hebrew idiom (like our English 
“money ill-got’’), used for money 
obtained by unrighteousness. The Com- 
panion Bible points out that this stolen 
money is wrongly assumed to be the 
same as the 30 pieces of silver. 
Further proof that these were two 
transactions comes from the fact that 
the two places had different names. 
The “field” purchased by the chief 
priests was originally known as the 
“potter’s field” but was afterward 
called in Greek agros haimatos, which 
means “‘the field of blood’’; that is, a 
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field bought for the price of blood. 
The possession Judas had acquired 
bore an Aramaic name: hakal dema. It 
too was Called a place of blood, but for 
a different reason; that is, because 
Judas’ suicide took place there on his 
own land. 

Evidently after having flung the 
silver down before the high priests, 
Judas went out to his own place and 
there was hanged. In connection with 
this hanging, as referred to in Acts 
1: 18, there is an interesting footnote 
by Dr. John Lightfoot (1602-75) which 
reads as follows: ““Thedevil, immediate- 
ly after Judas had cast back his money 
into the temple, caught him up into 
the air, strangled him, threw him 
headlong, and dashed him in pieces 
on the ground.” Dr. Lightfoot refers 
to Tobit 3:8 and adds regarding 
Judas that “‘this was known to all the 
dwellers at Jerusalem; argues that it 
was no common and ordinary event, 
and must be something more than 
hanging himself, which was an acci- 
dent not so very unusual in that na- 
tion.” In the Emphatic Diaglott by Wil- 
son the reference to what Judas did 
states that he strangled himself. The 
Companion Bible says it would read more 
accurately to say he “‘was hanged or 
strangled” instead of “hanged him- 
self.” If Dr. John Lightfoot’s com- 
ments are correct, this would bear out 
such an interpretation. 

However, regardless of that, the 
accounts in Matthew and in Acts are 
dealing with two different parcels of 
land — one the potter’s field and the 
other the place or farm that Judas 
apparently purchased with the money 
he stole from the bag. There is no 
discrepancy in the two accounts.

Q. Will you please explain what John 
4:22 means, which states: “Ye wor- 
ship ye know not what: we know what 
we worship: for salvation is of the 
Jews.”

A. It is unfortunate that sometimes 
the English words used in the King 
James translation fail to give the 
whole meaning of the passage as it 
appears in the original text. Taking 
the literal rendering from the Greek, 
as given in the Emphatic Diaglott by 
Wilson, we read: “You worship what 
not you know: we worship what we 
know: because the salvation from the 
Jews is.” Moffatt’s version renders 
it: “You are worshipping something 
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you do not know; we are worshipping 
what we do know —for salvation 
comes from the Jews.” 

The translation by Ferrar Fenton, 
taken from the original languages, is 
extremely helpful in making the true 
meaning plain: “You pay homage 
without knowledge; we pay homage 
with knowledge: because the salvation 
comes from among the Judeans.”’ Ac- 
tually, this passage is telling us that 
out from Judea, out from among the Jews, 
the knowledge of salvation would 
come. That is exactly what happened. 
Jesus Christ was born in Judea and 
there, in the land of Judea, among the 
Jews, the knowledge of salvation came 
to light. The context of our Lord’s 
statement in John 4: 22 also supports 
this interpretation.

Q. Where could I find authoritative 
data about the fact that in the early 
days of the Christian Era those who 
embraced Christianity were known as 
followers of “‘the way”?

A. Apparently the expression, “the 
way,” stems from the statement our 
Lord made when in John 14:6 He 
said: “I am the way, the truth, and 
the life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me.” Thereafter the 
use of the word “‘Way” actually re- 
ferred to Jesus Himself. You will find 
the following references to it: Acts 9: 
1-2; 18: 25; 19:9 & 23; 22: 4; 24: 14 
& 22.

glory shall be seen upon thee. And the 
Gentiles shall come to thy light, and kings 
to the brightness of thy rising. . . . For 
the nation and kingdom that will not 
serve thee shall perish; yea, those nations 
shall be utterly wasted. ... Thy sun 
shall no more go down; neither shall thy 
moon withdraw itself: for the Lord shall be 
thine everlasting light, and the days of thy 
mourning shall be ended. Thy people also 
shall be all righteous: they shall inherit 
the land for ever, the branch of my plant- 
ing, the work of my hands, that I may be 
glorified.” (Isa. 60.) 


Such is our destiny — waiting to be 
consummated. These lines from a poet 
seem particularly apt: 


“But still our place is kept, and it will 
wait 
Ready for us to fill it, soon or late.

Noel Barber, reporting from the Yemen territory, is 
equally dramatic when he says: 


*“Now the heat is being switched to this vital corner of Arabia. 
The political warfare of the Saudis is as cunning as ever. They 
just pursue the line laid down by Nasser over the whole of the 
Middle East, the holier-than-thou attitude, sounding day and 
night the theme of the Koran that all Moslems are brothers 
and that the presence of Western peoples in Moslem coun- 
tries is a continuation of the Crusades.

“So the rising generation of Moslems is coming to believe 
that the so-called imperialist world is the greatest enemy of 
Islam and this new wedge against the Western world is being 
hammered in by the dictators of the new and mighty Islam 
empire. 

“This is a war of outside influences and its consequences will 
be far-reaching. Not a person to whom I have spoken doubts 
that it will get worse, and quickly too. If we are to stop it we 
must deal with a firm hand against Cairo.” 


It is not without significance that from Syria in the 
north the same man who during World War II announced 
and directed anti-British broadcasts for the Nazis is today 
directing anti-British tirades for the Arabs, commencing 
with the same greeting as of yore: ““Hazl Arabia!” 

The Diplomatic Correspondent to the Daily Telegraph 
recently summed up the changing viewpoint in official 
circles, saying: ‘‘Jt is now clear that the British and American 
policy of regarding Nasser as the potential savior of the Middle 
East is undergoing re-examination in London and Washington.” 
This is one step removed from the view that “‘the Egyptian 
government is in the same position as Yugoslavia, but will never 
wish to break seriously with the Western powers and thereby tie 
ttself to the Soviet chariot wheels.” 

Those who can believe such speculations can believe 
anything! Only false hope based on futile wish-fulfillment 
could place any reliance on such theories. 

Egypt is playing with fire. And when the Kremlin grip 
tightens into a stranglehold the Egyptian government 
will find its wishes treated with contempt. This is a judg- 
ment which would stand even if it were possible to imagine 
that the present revolutionary junta-regime in Cairo 
were not already tied body and soul to the chariot wheels 
of the Soviet plan for world domination. 

At the recent meeting of the Anti-Subversion Commit- 
tee of the Baghdad Pact signatories, held in Teheran, the 
experts expressed amazement at what they called the 
‘uncanny successes’ of Moscow-inspired subversive broad- 
casts. What a commentary this represents on the words 
of Revelation 16: 14: “‘For they are the spirits of devils, work- 
ing miracles, which go forth unto the kings of the earth and of 
the whole world, to gather them to the battle of that great day of 
God Almighty.”’

people in Chicago collected more than 40 thousand dollars from 
the government for informing on tax evaders. Mostly they bore 
personal grudges against the chisler. No good law is that bad. 

“You hear of movie magnates quitting fabulous jobs to become 
independent producers. They make less money but keep more of 
it through a capital gain provision of the tax law. Many decent 
men are led into sucker deals in the oil business by a handful of 
unscrupulous operators who promise that depletion allowance. 
Big name entertainment stars sign lifetime contracts. That’s a tax 
dodge! All that means is that, instead of a big taxable salary now, 
the star will take less now; later, when he is retired, he will be 
retained as an advisor and the salary goes on as long as he lives. 

“That loophole leaves an ‘out’ for the headliner, but how 
about the ordinary nine-to-five Joe who can’t hope for a big deal? 
The law is flagrantly discriminatory against him. And it is unjust 
to the executive who goes to Florida and becomes a part-time 
beachcomber because he cannot afford to work himself into a 
higher surtax bracket. 

““The present graduated income tax law is against everybody 
except the hoodlum who does business in cash and keeps no 
records. Crime is our nation’s No. 1 cause for concern. We’re fat 
and healthy and happy but crooked as a barrel of snakes! And 
any law that encourages lawlessness is inherently evil; any law 
and state which encourage wrongdoing works backward from 
what it is supposed to; and it’s a bad law when we punish those 
whom we should reward. We are plowing under another Garden 
of Eden just as surely as if we set out to. 

“We don’t read behind the big fat profit statements when 
everybody is eating so regularly, but already American industry, 
taxed more than half its earnings, is just sick enough so it has to 
go to Washington with a tin cup in hand and beg from big gov- 
ernment the capital it needs for expansion. 

“Movie makers go abroad where the tax laws treat them more 
kindly. Big wheels make shady deals barely within the letter of 
the law, while decent honorable men spend half of every year 
trying to keep a little of what they have already earned. And the 
one with the shrewdest accountant and the best lawyer keeps 
most. 

“No good law could be that bad. No good law would breed 
moral bankruptcy; no good law would demonstrate to the ambi- 
tious that only crime pays any more.” 


Astute businessmen who could, and should, expand 
their businesses and plants, employ more men and women 
and thus contribute to the enhancement of the economic 
level of their communities, are reluctant to do so, knowing 
that they will only add to their personal responsibilities 
and at the same time work themselves into a higher tax 
bracket. The net result for them would be a shouldering of 
more responsibility without a corresponding increase in 
financial returns. In fact, often it would mean much less in 
financial returns because of excessive taxation. As Paul 
Harvey reiterates: “‘No good law could be that bad.”

mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 

the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry.

The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America.
